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CAPABILITIES OF THE RUSSIAN ARMY. 


The substantial additions Germany has just made to 
her army, which now combines numerical superiority 
over France with the highest degree. of efficiency, would 
have had the effect of dangerously disturbing the balance 
of European military power but for the strengthening 
of the bonds of the Dual Alliance and the remarkable 
progress the Russian army has accomplished. It is 
estimated to have now become second to none in the 
matter of efficiency, as a result of the comprehensive 
reforms carried out since the Manchurian war. In point 
of numbers it is easily first of the world’s land forces, 
including, on a peace footing, no less than forty-two 
army corps and 1,350,000 combatants, against 870,000 
for Germany and 720,000 for France. Moreover, Russian 
soldiers, uniformly dressed in Khaki, are exceptionally 
fine men, which is due to the fact that they are the 
pick of the manhood of the empire, only 450,000 recruits 
being sejected annuaily out of 1,870,000 conscripts! 
They have also the benefit of longer training than either 
their German or French comrades, as they serve four 
years in the cavalry and artillery branches and three 
years in the infantry. The damp and overcrowded 
barracks of old have been replaced in all military 
centers by spacious and lofty buildings meeting every 
hygienic requirement, and the troops have had their 
daily ration of tea and meat considerably increased. The 
private soldier is ceaselessly improving in the matter 
of education and military aptitudes, and the corps of 
officers has been likewise improved. Promotion is 
now determined solely by professional merit, whereas 
formerly wealth and influence were the main considera- 
tion. It is necessary to reach the rank of captain to 
pass through a competitive examination. The skill with 
which the artillery is handled has been the subject of 
much praise, and the armament has been completely 
reorganized on up to date lines, field guns and machine 
guns, as well as telegraphic and telephonic appliances, 
being of the latest models. The cavalry was much 
admired by French observers, especially the famous 
Cossacks, who are judged to be without equals. The 
horses are all of superior quality. In this respect Russia 
enjoys advantages over all Powers, save perhaps the 
United States, as she possesses 33,000,000 horses. 

But what Galiic experts have noted with the greatest 
satisfaction is the complete transformation made in the 
Russian mobilization methods. Owing to the creation 
of strategic railways in western Russia over one million 
men could be thrown in Poland in less than twenty-five 
days, a danger which has compelled Germany to modify 
the distribution of her army; while at all times fifteen 
independent cavalry divisions are held in readiness to 
cross the German and Austrian frontiers. The new 
situation arising from these Russian preparations is, 
happily, not ignored in Germany, and it tends to the 
maintenance of European peace, as shows a_ recent 
declaration of General von Bernhardi, who estimates 
that, in the eventuality of a conflict between the Triple 
and the Dual Alliance, the Fatherland will risk her “all 
in all” and will do well not to trust too much to the 
support of her allies, Austria, and Italy, who can only 
be secondary factors.

With reference to the question of permitting officers 
of the Navy to resign, it is contended that there is no 
contract, agreement or obligation, legal or moral, that 
holds an officer to continuous service in time of peace, 
and that to compel him to continue a career for which 





he finds that he is unsuited infringes his rights as a 
citizen and lessens the efficiency of the Navy. Young 
men who enter the Naval Academy have little liberty 
of choice at their time of life, and the education they 
receive is in a measure forced upon them. It is clear 
that no officer should be permitted to resign when there 
is an obvious need of his services, as in time of war or 
when war threatens, which may perhaps be considered 
the case now. We understand that the Secretary has 
submitted the question of allowing resignations from 
the Navy and under what circumstances to a board of 
high ranking officers. It will be interesting to see what 
they may have to say on this subject.

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The Japan Review, which is published in New York 
by Masuji Miyakawa “to interpret Japan to America 
and America to Japan,” all in the interest of peace, has 
just published a symposium of Japanese sentiment on 
the California alien land law, in which are five state- 
ments which the -Review considers the “backbone of 
Japan’s public opinion.” Baron Saratami, Mayor of 
Tokio, is quoted as saying he cannot conceive of Presi- 
dent Wilson not finally adjusting the matter so that 
justice and humanity shall not have the final triumph. 
Baron Akimoto, “an influential modern critic,” says: “If 
the Japanese Samurai once unsheath the sword it will 
never be put back until it has finished its mission com- 
pletely.” Ayao Hattori, representative in thé lower 
House, has this to say: “The Japanese susceptibility 
to national honor is his individual life itself. To dis- 
criminate against it is the lessening of that life, and to 
take it away from the Japanese residents in California 
is assassination.” 'Tokugoro Nakahashi, “former repre- 
sentative and prominent business man of Osaka,” feels 
this way about it: “The officials and the leaders of the 
two countries, should they not consider the main principle 
embodied in the question, might breed, after: all has been 
done, such a condition that when Japan should become 
equipped with material power she would resume and 
reopen the question and settle it by force of arms.” 
Even from the quiet and seclusion of the Imperial Uni- 
versity of Tokio Prof. Masao Kobe sends out this warn- 
ing: “As Japan now stands, she is a badly whipped 
nation by: the Americans. * * * Japan therefore 
neither loses nor gains whether she went to war with 
the United States. So she might just as well go to war. 
Of course, we do not like war, but do the Americans 
know what they are doing against us?” As the Chicago 
Inter Ocean aptly remarks, “this is pretty strong stuff 
for a peace magazine.’ Americans might be more 
affected by such appeals as these to “Japan’s suscepti- 
bility to national honor,” ete., if colonies of Japan’s own 
ally, Great Britain, did not discriminate just as harshly 
against Japanese as does the state of California, without 
meeting with any protest from the Tokio government. 
To attempt to hold up the United States to the world 
as the sole nation that discriminates against Japanese 
immigration naturally tends to develop among Americans 
a feeling of resentment against Japan for not playing 
fair, a feeling that can only postpone the coming of the 
day when Japan shall feel that she has no cause of 
grievance against the United States.

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That the opening of the Panama Canal will afford a 
means of diverting trade to Manila js the opinion of 
Consul General George E. Anderson, of Hong Kong, 
China, who in a communication to the Manila Merchants’ 
Association touches*on the future of Manila as a dis- 
tribating point when the Panama Canal opens trade 
routes to the Orient to the American manufacturer. “So 
far as the proposed routes to be developed as a result 
of the Panama Canal are concerned,” he said, “I can 
only express the opinion that most of the plans so far 
made are purely tentative, and in my opinion will be 
subject to many changes. I feel certain that Manila 
will be greatly benefited by the re-routing of shipping 
which will follow the opening of the canal.” The 
action of the city of Seattle (Wash.) immigration 
authorities in refusing to admit a number of Hindu 
passengers from Manila puts the capital of the Philip- 
pines on a par with Hong Kong or any port in the East 
as far as the entry of Orientals is concerned, says the 
Philippine Bulletin. Manila has been used for some 
time as a qualifying port for Indian emigrants to the 
United States, and this move of the immigration authori- 
ties puts a complete check on the Hindus’ carefully 
planned campaign. Not a little excitement is being felt 
in Indian circles in Manila, and plans for a campaign of 
agitation against the immigration officials’ decision are 
being formulated. 
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If so-called reformers have their way, the soldiers of 
the U.S. Army may after a time be found doing anything 
but learning the art of war. Enthusiastic “sociologists” 
have already suggested that they be road-builders in the 
various states, etc., but the latest and possibly the most 
bizarre idea for making use of the Regulars was put 
forward by a New York delegate at a meeting of the 
American Meat Packers’ Association in Chicago on 
Sept. 24. He suggested that the scarcity in meat 
caused by a falling off in production could be checked if 
the Government would stock its public lands in the 
West with cattle, put the Army, especially the Cavalry, 
to work as cowboys to handle the animals and supply the 
packers with beef at cost, so that a threatened beef meat 
famine, “only six or eight years distant,” will be averted. 
This suggestion fills the imagination with bewildering 


possibilities. Why should the Government stop with the 
mere raising of cattle for the market? Why should not 
the “beef trust” be utterly routed by having Government 
abattoirs established ,and the soldiers of the Army. “‘in- 
stalled therein as butchers? Again, if there is a meat 
famine threatening, is there not also talk about the de- 
creased production of wheat with the eventual probabil- 


‘ity of having to import grain from Argentina and Russia? 


Then why should not the Government lands be opened 
up for wheat raising, with the soldiers turned into far- 
mers and the officers assigned as overseers? But why 
stop with the Army? Is the sister service to be utterly 
ignored in this salvation of the Republic from “famines?” 
Is there not an oyster famine perennially with us? Then 
why should not a part of the Navy be assigned to culti- 
vating oysters? What nobler duty could the torpedo- 
boats and torpedoboat destroyers be put to than that of 
producing millions of the succulent bivalves for the 
jaded appetites of the country’s epicures? Has the Meat 
Packers’ Association ever contemplated the singular 
adaptability of submarines to the harvesting of oysters? 
No need of oyster rakes then. ‘Trained sailors of the 
Navy might, in a specially contrived submarine, drop 
down and pluck the oysters by hand even as a fruit gath- 
erer picks cranberries. With the soldiers turned into 
farmers and cowboys, then, indeed, will the old times ef 
the colonials return when they plowed on the frontier 
with one hand holding the plow handle and the other 
carrying a gun.

The Cincinnati Enquirer’s Washington correspondent 
affects to believe that the Wilson Administration is 
gravely concerned over the “seeming certainty that the 
northern states of Mexico will form an independent 
confederation with General Carranza as its head. Car- 
ranza is said to control Sonora, Chihuahua, Zacatecas, 
Coahuila, Durango and the whole territory down to the 
central line, which is more than half of Mexico’s area. 
Within this territory at the present moment there is a 
more stable government than exists elsewhere in Mexico. 
The federalists occupy only some of the natural fortresses 
and are strong in ‘walled towns,’ but it has been stated 
to the officials of the U.S. Government that if the customs 
houses on the border were open to Carranza so that 
he could get artillery he would establish peace and 
protect Americans everywhere in his section.” That 
the establishment of two federations in Mexico would 
tend to the development of peace is scarcely to be be- 
lieved by those acquainted with Mexican character. It 
is more likely that they would promote discord, as it 
cannot be expected that splitting up into two separate 
governments would in any degree lessen the tendency 
of the disgruntled Mexican politician to start a revolu- 
tion if the decision of the ballot chances to go against 
him. Indeed, one can imagine such federations would 
only provoke more strife, and one can foresee in the 
event of such separation two revolutions going on at 
the same time in Mexico where now there is only one. 
The salvation of Mexico from these revolutions lies not 
in the multiplying of governments, but in the learning 
by the Mexican masses of the principles of republican 
government and the necessity of subordinating individual 
hatreds and enmities to the public good and yielding 
gracefully to the decision of the ballot box. As long 
as the Mexican people allow themselves to be led 
around by the nose by this and that agitator who seeks 
to obtain office through revolution, just so long will they 
suffer from internal disorder, whether they have one 
government or a dozen. 
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The Philippine Bulletin accepts the statement that 
the inauguration of Mr. Francis Burton Harrison as 
Governor General of the Philippines will be made the 
occasion for an official expression of the general intent 
of the Wilson administration as to the Philippines, as 
was stated before Mr. Harrison left New York. The new 
chief executive was scheduled to reach Manila the first 
week in October. Acting Governor General Gilbert 
named a large joint reception committee to plan the 
reception and inauguration of the new Governor General 
and an official delegation from the Philippines was to 
meet Mr. Harrison at Yokohama for the purpose of 
outlining the plan and obtaining an expression of his 
wishes. Manila newspaper comment on the passing 
of Forbes and the coming of Harrison is interesting. 
The Cablenews-American of Aug. 28 said that the native 
press was jubilant over the change. While knowing 
nothing of Mr. Harrison’s general fitness for the position, 
the Filipino editors rejoice in the report that he is in 
favor of the Jones Independence bill, and to them that 
is enough to make him thoroughly qualified. “So rosy 
is the future to the independistas that they are con- 
gratulating one another on the outlook, and with each 
succeeding day their aspirations for jobs soar higher.” 
The Daily Bulletin of Aug. 26 said that for the first 
time since the American occupation a new governor 
general would assume office with his predecessor absent. 
“In this instance the treatment of Mr. Forbes by Wash- 
ington has been not only so inconsiderate, but so crude 
that he would be justified in anticipating actual affront 
when the turnover is really made. Intense indignation 
was voiced yesterday by many business men, who do not 
hold lightly the splendid service rendered the islands 
by their present executive. That politics, with all its 
vile humors, should creep viciously into the simple 
process of superseding the present executive by another 
is a bad cmen for the future.” 
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It appears that at the Interparliamentary Union at 
The Hague last summer an organization was formed of 
a Japanese-American group to consider the solution 
of questions affecting Japan and ,the United States. 
This group was organized at a meeting brought about 
between the delegates of the two countries by the ex- 
change of reciprocal notes, and at this meeting two 
committees were appointed consisting of three members 
from ithe delegates of each country. Two committees 
were appointed consisting on the part of Japan of Messrs. 
Shimizu, Saltzi Shindo and Wachi Saku, members of 
the Imperial Japanese Parliament, and for the United 
States of Messrs. William D. B. Alney, James L. 
Slayden and Frederick C. Stevens, members of the 
American House of Representatives. The two committees 
will utilize the time up to the next meeting of the Union 
at Stockholm in September, 1914, to formulate such 
questions as affect Japan and the United States in 
particular, with a view to having these presented in 
a concrete form at the Stockholm conference. Mr. 
Shimizu and Hon. Zembei Harikiri, another member of 
the Japanese Parliament, will be in Washington next 
month to meet the American committee and elaborate 
some of the questions to be considered. Mr. Alney, who 
reports these facts, declares his entire confidence in the 
sincerity of the desire of the Japanese diplomats to 
promote peace, and he adds: “This meeting really marked 
the first voluntary peace alliance that has ever been 
formed to consider the great international questions 
between the two countries. The idea originated over 
there among the delegates themselves without the State 
Departments of either country having anything to do 
with it. However, the Japanese delegates considered the 
formation of this group of such importance that they 
wired their home government full particulars, and also 
sent statements to the principal newspapers of Japan.”

Another new and important move in the instruction 
of officers of the New York National Guard has been 
taken in the establishment of a school of equitation for 
the division and brigade staffs and for mounted officers 
of the Infantry and Engineers. The formation of this 
school was the result of instruction imparted in equita- 
tion last summer at the camps of the 3d and 4th 
Brigades: by Major W. R. Wright, 1st Cav., N.G.N.Y., 
and Capt. David H. Biddle, Cav., U.S.A., inspector- 
instructor on duty with the New York National Guard. 
Officers taking part in the instruction evidenced so much 
enthusiasm that division headquarters decided to enlarge 
on it. To this end a school of equitation for mounted 
officers of the division staff, the staffs of the 1st and 2d 
Brigades and the mounted officers of the 7th, 12th, 14th, 
23d, 47th, 69th and Tist Regiments of Infantry and 
the 22d Engineers will begin on Oct. 16 and terminate 
on April 30 next. ‘The officers who will instruct the 
different classes of officers are Capt. David H. Biddle, 
Cav., U.S.A., and Capt. Edward Olmstead, aid, Division 
Staff, N.G.N.Y. The instruction of officers is to be 
simply of a practical nature, and will be devoid of rough 
riding and fancy stunts. The effort will be to have 
officers appear in the saddle with dignity and make them 
masters of their mounts, which many of them are not. 
Useful instruction regarding the horse will be imparted, 
and also in regard to the bridle, saddle, the adjustment 
of equipment, the use of the saber mounted, etc. As 
the instruction progresses adjutants will be instructed 
in forming battalions and regiments mounted. At the 
end of the school season officers who attend regularly 
will surely gain a great deal of necessary knowledge. 
The instruction will be imparted two nights a month, 
and will be of one hour’s duration, so as not to interfere 
with business. Officers living in Manhattan or the Bronx 
will be instructed in the armory of the 1st Cavalry, and 
those living in Brooklyn will receive instruction in the 
armory of the 2d Cavalry. 
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Of the revelations in the press following on the death 
of Herr Bebel, the famous German Socialist leader, the 
United Service Gazette says: “It seems incredible that 
there can be any truth in such statements as that the 
German army has ‘completely gone to the dogs,’ and 
that the ‘officers are incapable of commanding,’ and 
the material is ‘absolutely impossible.’ Yet it is alleged 
that these words are not seriously contradicted by those 
who are acquainted with all the facts. We are loth to 
accept them in their full meaning, for such sweeping 
statements generally carry their own refutation. The 
specific faults alleged are ‘a looser discipline, a looser 
living of officers and men, a total lack of ideals, an 
indifference of the officers to their profession, incessant 
gambling and drinking, an absence of intellectual 
pleasures or any strenuous form of sport, which is the 
salvation of the Englishman.’ That is a formidable 
indictment, and all the more striking when one re- 
members the high ideal which is placed before German 
officers for their imitation, both in their military bearing 
and their civil demeanor. “To keep pure and flawless 
the jewel of honor, to be resolute and of unshakable 
courage, 10 maiptain at all times that personal dignity 
which is but the natural expression of the consciousness 
of being a member of an army to which is entrusted the 
defense of ‘Throne and Fatherland’—such ideals read 
strangely by contrast with the reports of the manner 
in whieh some at least of the officers of the German 
army are said to have interpreted this royal and im- 
perial admonition. ‘The comparison which has been 
drawn between the great military system which was 
founded by Frederick the Great and the army created 
by Moltke and Von Roon, in which it is pointed out 
that the latter would appear to be evincing among its 
individual members just such defects as led to the 
degeneracy and ultimate disintegration of the former, is 
not without point.” 
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The Rev. Dr. James Robert Smith, pastor of the 
Congregational Church, Quincy, IIl., does not believe in 
any half-way measures in respect to our attitude toward 
Mexico. In a sermon on Sept. 21 Dr. Smith, whose high 
reputation in his community gives great weight to what 
he says, referred to the Mexican situation in this vigorous 
language: “I have been in substantial sympathy with 
what our Government has done thus far, save that part 
of warning Americans to flee the country. What ought 
to have been done was to tell Mexico that if a single 
American was harmed, either in his person or in property 
justly and honestly obtained, we, the American people, 
would at once resent it with all the power of our Govern- 
ment. I confess I blush when I see American citizens 





fleeing from a country for their lives when they are 
already there honorably and decently. I think the 
administration is making a grave blunder in indicating 
any such policy. War is awful, to be sure, but there are 
some things worse. The United States will have to take 
a hand before life and property are safe and before 
there will be any real progress toward democracy in 
that country. By the philosophy of the Monroe Doctrine 
we are bound to maintain order there for all the world; 
and we shall never be able to do. it until we give Mexico 
distinctly to understand that we mean to do it, and do 
it once, effectively and forever. In my opinion if that 
were done we should soon see. with little or no bloodshed, 
a just and lasting peace in Mexico.” 
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An important step toward the operation of the 
Panama Canal took place Sept. 26 when the seagoing 
tugboat Gatun, drawing twelve and a half feet of water, 
was successfully passed through the Gatun locks from 
sea level to the level of Gatun Lake. The lake had 
reached a height of a little over sixty-five feet, or within 
twenty feet of its normal level. This was the first 
attempt made to operate the locks on the canal, and 
the result was highly pleasing to Col. George W. 
Goethals, U.S.A., chairman of the Canal Commission, 
and canal officia!s generally. The massive 500-ton leaves 
of the lock gates performed their functions perfectly, 
working with the precision and nicety of a well oiled 
door. The Gatun was in charge of Captain Stewart. 
Among the party on board were Lieut. Col. William L. 
Sibert, U.S.A., division engineer of the Atlantic division 
of the canal, under whose supervision the Gatun locks 
were built; Col. Harry F. Hodges, U.S.A., assistant 
chief engineer and designer of the canal locks and the 
operating machinery, and Major James P. Jervey, 
U.S.A., who has had personal charge of the masonry 
construction of the locks. Colonel Goethals was on hand 
all day, but did not make the trip.

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In their preliminary report the members of the Corps 
of Engineers detailed to investigate the Ohio floods 
condemn the proposed system of giant reservoirs as too 
expensive and presenting difficulties almost prohibitive. 
The trouble is with the divided control of the water 
courses between the United States, the states and 
municipalities. The board say “that a requisite for the 
prevention of interference with interstate commerce, and 
indeed for protection of the railroads themselves, is 
the exercise by the United States of control over bridges 
and their approaches.” This will require legislation by 
Congress. The board urge that immediate steps be taken 
to exercise all legal authority, since bridges and other 
structures are to be rebuilt at once and there is evident 
danger in several places that they may be obstructive. 
Adequate control of streams by the Federal Government 
is urge| by the board as the best preventive measure at 
hand, but it also recommends that a long and thorough 
investigation be authorized. It suggests that the Pitts- 
burgh office of the Corps of Engineers be authorized 
to continue the gathering of complete data on streams 
in the Ohio Valley. 
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Those attending the meeting of the Louisiana Colored 
State Fair Association wildly cheered John A. Barrett, 
director of the Pan-American Union, when he told them 
that the Panama Canal will be a great tribute to the 
negro because out of the 40,000 men who built it three- 


fourths of them were negroes. ‘Without the labor of 
the negroes it would have been impossible to complete 
this canal,” Mr. Barrett said. Negroes have otherwise 
played an important part in the upbuilding of the coun- 
try, he declared. The colored man fares better in the 
South, he said. He called attention to the fact that 
members of that race own property in Louisiana to 
the value of $12,000,000. Dr. Owen preached the “back 
to the farm” movement to the negro audience. In the 
reclamation of the five million acres of waste land 
adjacent to New Orleans the colored man had a great 
opportunity to meet with success, he said. “I endorse 
this state fair movement,” he remarked. “It is but the 
ae of greater things for the ¢olored man in the 
South.”

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Dr. Richard P. Strong, head of the expedition to Peru 
sent out by the Harvard Medical School, is reported as 
saying that the city of Guayaquil, the chief port of 
Ecuador, is a menace to the health of the world, and 
that it will become a question of international impor- 
tance with the opening of the Panama Canal. “Yellow 
fever is rife in Guayaquil,” says Dr. Strong. ‘New cases 
are occurring daily in the city and nearby regions. No 
adequate sanitary measures are taken and the city is 
one of the filthiest in the world, equaling the worst 
parts of Calcutta and parts of the Jewish quarter of 
Cairo. The health authorities are active, but do not 
get the fever cases early enough to prevent spread of 
the infection. Bubonic plague, of a comparatively mild 
type, prevails also. Typhoid fever is rampant, the in- 
fection being spread apparently by flies, which feed upon 
filth, for which the streets are the chief receptacle, and 
transfer the germs to food. Fear of an influx of Amer- 
icans and their domination of the business of the port 
influences the majority of the population to resist sani- 
tary improvements.”

A motion picture machine has been installed in the 
big auditorium of the United States Penitentiary at 
Leavenworth, Kas. The cost of the machine ($250) 
was contributed by the inmates of the prison, who also 
propose te furnish films, unless Uncle Sam should open 
his heart and his purse for their benefit. The prisoners 
also own a phonograph which was purchased by them 
recently. This is used during the dull evenings to drive 
away the monotony of the hours the men spend in the 
cells before the lights are turned out. 








The annual mine practice of the Fort Wadsworth, 
N.Y., mine detachment took place off South Beach, 
Staten Island, Sept. 25. It was the culmination of the 
year’s work, and mines were placed and exploded just 
as would be done in time of war. The practice was 
held under the direction of Lieut. Col. Herman C. 
Schumm, on duty at Fort Wadsworth, and in the prac- 
tice, which was highly successful, the new explosive 
Trotal was used with telling effect. The first mine was 
exploded about ten feet from the target and did it no 


damage. ‘ihe following two mines fired, however, de- 
stroyed the target rafts, which were four by six feet. 
The mine planter Gen. Royal T. Frank, in command of 
ist Lieut. Albert H. Barkley, planted the mines. Capt. 
T. E. Murphy was mine commander, Capt. H. S. Ker- 
rick was the safety officer, and the umpire was Major 
Frederick E. Johnston, all of the Coast Artillery.

The London Daily Mail’s Sofia correspondent gives 
the following figures, furnished by the Ministry of War, 
of the Bulgarian losses in the two Balkan wars: In the 
war with Turkey: Officers, 313 killed, 915 wounded, 2 
missing ; men, 29,711 killed, 52,550 wounded, 3,173 
missing. In the war with Servia and Greece: Officers, 
266 killed, 816 wounded, 69 missing; men, 14,602 killed, 
50,305 wounded, 4,500 missing. Of the wounded it is 
estimated that about 10,000 will remain cripples or 
invalids. This makes a total of 157,222 casualties, 2,381 
of them being to officers. The proportion of wounded to 
killed is one to 2.33 wounded. In our Civil War 385,245 
were killed and wounded in the Union Army, and the 
proportion of killed to wounded was one to 2.5. This 
does not indicate that the prophecies as to the increased 
destructiveness of war as the result of improvement in 
weapons have been realized thus far.

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The Bulgarians have lost about six times as many 
as the British lost in South Africa and have spent some 
$500,000,000, or nearly one-half the amount spent in 
conquering Oom Paul. “Bulgaria,” comments the 
London Army and Navy Gazette, “wounded almost to 
the death, awaits her opportunity to again attack 
Turkey, who will have to keep up a large army in 
Europe to hold on to her regained possessions there. It 
is not a treaty of peace, but a patched-up truce, that 
will be signed in Constantinople. The Turkish and 
Bulgarian delegates have practically agreed that Adrian- 
ople. Kirk-Kilissé and Demotika are to be definitely 
‘Turkish. Bulgaria is to receive compensation in the 
Tirnovo district. Bulgaria’s poverty, but not her ‘will, 
consents.’ ”’

From London it is reported that Colombia has made 
concessions to the British firm of Pearson and Son 
which suggest the building with English capital of an 
international canal along Atrato River, in competition 
with the Panama Canal. Norman Thompson, head of 
a firm of London contractors, said: “I was in Panama 
immediately after the proclamation of the Republic of 
Panama, and can therefore claim first-hand information 
as to the circumstances which Jed to American control 
of the Canal Zone, but that work was stupendous in 
comparison with the work which would be required to 
establish a canal through Colombia. The proposal to 
cut an Atrato canal to the Cupica River is not new, 
and all the cutting that would be required is simply 
five miles of land that lies between the two rivers.”

An Austrian Antarctic expedition for work from 
Wendell Sea, south, is being prepared by a committee 
headed by Prof. Eugene Oberhummer, of Vienna, presi- 
dent of the Imperial Austrian Geographical Society, 
according to information received by Civil Engr. Robert 
FE. Peary, U.S.N., just before leaving Portland, Me., 
Sept. 28, for his winter home in Washington, in a lettér 
from Professor Oberhummer. Dr. F. Koenig, who was 
a member of a recent German expedition to the Antarctic 
and has had experience in Greenland, is to be the leader. 
The Deutschland, used by Filchner’s German expedition, 
has been purchased and is now at Trieste. The expedi- 
tion will use dogs and the type of sledge which Mr. 
Peary used in reaching the North Pole.

At three o’clock in the after- 
noon S00 of General Chang-Hsun’s troops, with the 
republican flag at their head, marched to the Japanese 
consulate and presented arms, while the commander 
saluted the consul. The Japanese troops meantime stood 
at attention. :

THE 2D DIVISION AND ARMY RESERVE LAW. 


We had in type for publication last week the accom- 
panying table, but press of other matter compelled us 
to lay it aside. It comes to us from such an authorita- 
tive source that its figures may be accepted as authentic. 
The experience of the 2d Division is of value in calculat- 
ing the probable effects of any reserve law. 

On Feb. 15, 1913, the assignment of troops of the 
mobile Army to divisions and brigades became effective. 
Within two weeks the 2d Division was concentrated on 
the Gulf coast of Texas. The concentration having 
continued through six months, an analysis of the division 
returns may be of interest to students of army organi- 
zation. The last of the organizations joined the division 
in camp on March 3, 1913, on which date there were 
present 498 officers and 10,306 men, total 10,804; absent, 
150 officers and 631 men, total 781; aggregate present 
and absent, 11,585. On Aug. 31, 1913, after six months 
in camp, there were present 476 officers and 11,013 
men, total 11,489; absent, 186 officers and 425 men, total 
611; aggregate present and absent, 12,100. 

The gains and losses for the period from March 1 to 
Aug. 31, 1913, by organization ‘are as follows:

*127 were apprehended or surrendered and accounted for 
in other columns leaving 303 in desertion. 

An analysis of these figures show that while there is 
a considerable variation in the percentage of men re- 
enlisting in the several organizations, the number of 
re-enlistments for the whole division was slightly less 
than one-third of the number discharged upon expiration 
of term of service. 

Discharges by purchase assumed such _ proportions 
early in the concentration that it became advisable to 
suspend the privilege until it should become definitely 
known whether the division would be called on for active 
service. 

The actual losses through desertion, sentences of 
general courts-martial, discharges without honor, by 
purchase and other causes total 651. The number of 
desertions reported during the six months was 430. Of 
those apprehended or surrendered some were convicted 
of absence without leave, some discharged by sentence 
of general court-martial and others restored to duty. 
The actual loss through desertion, after deducting those 
otherwise accounted for, was 303. With 430 desertions, 
the losses from all causes other than discharges by ex- 
piration of service numbered 778. The number lost 
through expiration of enlistments numbered 761, or 
seventeen less than from other causes. By accounting 
for those not convicted of desertion or restored to duty 
the total of these losses was 651. or 110 less than the 
number discharged through expiration of enlistment. 
Had not discharge by purchase been suspended the 
number of men actuaily lost through causes other than 
completion of enlistment would probably have equalled 
or exceeded 761. It may be regarded, therefore, of six 


months’ concentration of a division containing one-third 





of the whole number of Infantry regiments, that without 
suspension of the privilege of purchase discharges by 
expiration of term of enlistment would have about 
equalled the losses from all other causes. Many men 
are lost as recruits before joining, and if half of those 
who actually join the colors fail to complete their enlist- 
ments they are eliminated as possible reservists. The 
total losses from all causes was 1,412. Of the 761 dis- 
charged upon expiration of term of enlistment 269 re- 
enlisted. This leaves of the 1,412 lost to the colors only 
492 available as possible reservists. This experience is 
~ value in calculating the probable effects of any reserve 
aw. 

An army cannot live in the field and maintain modern 
sanitary rules without much actual pick and shovel 
work. The number of desertions and other losses may 
have been materially increased by camp conditions, but 
there are other well known factors to be considered in 
solving such Army problems. The 2d Division has under- 
gone some discomforts, but no hardships equal to those 
of active war service. .'The splendid health record of 
the command has fully justified the labor involved in the 
execution of the plans of the Engineers for perfectly 
drained camps.

ARMY POSTS FOR EVERY STATE. 


According to the New York Sun some officers in 
Washington are disposed to accept the inevitable and 
cease trying to fight the “pork system” of legislation 
in Army matters. Consequently they are proposing that 
a movement be inaugurated for the establishment of a 
regimental Army post in every state, so that every 
Congressional delegation would be vitally interested in 
the Army. The officers see in this suggestion possibility 
of much practical good to the Army itself, and also to 
the Militia of the several states. 

“IT have devoted more than forty years to this sub- 
ject,” said one veteran holding the rank of major general, 
“and while we have made some progress it has been so 
slow that we must turn our attention to new methods 
and try a different plan if substantial results are to be 
obtained. 

“In the first place, we know that the Militia must 
be considered in Army matters. The Militia is a strong 
political factor in the states and Congressional districts. 
It is here to stay. 

“Now what I suggest is that the Army improvement 
be considered as other subjects are considered in Con- 
gress. Let every state become an interested party and 
have pride in its military post as it has in other state 
advantages. We know that it is impossible to abandon 
many military posts; so let us have more military posts; 
let there be a regimental post in each state. 

“State posts should be located witha view of making 
it easy to assemble for the summer camps three regi- 
ments from continguous states for brigade drills. We 
should even have the groups of posts so arranged as to 
make it possible to bring together several brigades and 
form the division as the tactical unit of an army. 

“The troops as a regiment in the state post would 
have training they cannot get when scattered, as is now 
the case, in battalions and companies in small posts 
widely separated. We could have the Militia troops 
assembled with the Regulars at the different maneuver 





camps whenever it was practicable, while they could ~ 


always be sent once a year to the regimental post, and 
in this way the National Guard could be trained for 
the service which may be required of it. 

“The same influence which secured the construction 
of many of our Army posts—although now looked upon 
as useless—will prevent concentration and the construc- 
tion of quarters necessary for brigades and divisions. I 
would be glad to see the progressive ideas of the Secre- 
tary of War prevail, but all efforts in the same direction 
have been unsuccessful in the past.” 


UNIVERSAL PEACE—WHEN? 


Brig. Gen. Frederick Funston, U.S.A., William H. 
Taft. Lyman Abbott, Andrew Carnegie, Norman Angell, 
W. J. Bryan, David Starr Jordan, Frederick Palmer 
and others discuss the question, “Will Universal Peace 
Come Within One Hundred Years?” in letters appearing 
in Life’s “War Number,” issued this week. General 
Funston says: “Pretty close to fifty years of ambling 
along quietly through this Vale of Tears has convinced 
me that I am neither a prophet nor the son of a prophet, 
the real awakening coming a few years ago, some months 
after I had invested my small savings in Goldfield 
mining shares of the ‘sure thing’ type. Some seventeen 
years ago, thinking that wars were about to end, and 
that if I wanted to see one I had better do something, 
I participated in a lively little tea party down in Cuba, 
which function was none of my particular concern. 
Had I been a better prophet I would have waited and 
found several opportunities to serve under my own flag 
before becoming so old that the sound of the bullets 
of the Mausers was unmusical. Maybe there will be 
some more wars for us Americans to go to in order to 
keep our hand in, but probably not as long as Andy 
Carnegie is alive and able to work his talking apparatus. 
That eminent warrior recently announced that in case 
of war he would offer his services, and it is not going 
to be supposed that any sane people are going to risk 
certain destruction by attacking us under such a terrible 
handicap. As long as Andy’s health remains good, I 
feel that it would be a safe proposition to stop building 
ships and coast defenses and lay off on half pay all 
of the officers of the Army and Navy, except brigadier 
generals, who should draw full pay. Then if any cocky 
nation tried to be rude to us we would just call out the 
great armor maker. It would not be necessary to give 
him even a gun. Only let him get on some high point 
in front of the invading host and take his muzzle off. 
It would be like taking candy from a sick baby, and 
only a few of the strongest and swiftest would survive 
to tell the tale. The ordinary run of them would just 
curl up and die like Arabs hit by a sirocco. The story 
of the slaughter would quickly spread around the world, 
and then we could do just as we pleased anywhere. 1 
acknowledge that Andy cannot live forever, but there 
are some younger windjammers available who can work 
as understudies and tuke the old man’s place when he 
is no more. This scheme is entirely practicable, and I 
hope you will advocate it. Personally, I am getting so 
old T don’t want to take any more chances on being 
shot.” 

Dr. Lyman Abbott is of the opinion that “as long as 
there is injustice in the world, just men will make war 
against it, And they will make war by whatever 





weapons are necessary to success—by persuasion if they 
can, by force if necessary. So long as the black hand 
is armed the police must be armed. Will war end with 
this century? Not unless injustice ends. ‘Peace hath 
her victories no less than war.’ She also hath her 
tragedies no less than war.” 

q Frederick Palmer, war correspondent, says: “Know- 
ing war in revolting familiarity with its ghastliness, I 
yield to none as a partisan of peace. Among the 
European Powers the peace of carefully measured force 
against force in stalemate exists to-day. It is over 
forty years since a war (the Franco-Prussian) between 
two first class European Powers has occurred. What- 
ever fighting their soldiers have seen has been in colonial 
wars against inferior and poorly organized peoples. 
Meanwhile, the United States has had one war, Japan 
two wars, and some of the smaller American republics 
so many that most of us have lost count. At the present 
writing war ravages the Balkans, China, Mexico and 
Venezuela. The hot-headed and weak can afford to 
fight, but not the wise and strong. Wherever you find 
the highest civilization and universal conscription (every 
able-bodied man trained as a soldier) peace rules. There 
the people have practical knowledge in drills and 
maneuvers, of the meaning of war. They are so well 
prepared for war that they give no enemy an opening. 
They are apprehensive of war and ready for war, but 
do not go to war. Emotional ignorance, unpreparedness 
and hurrah-boys-tin-soldier overconfidence are the real 
enemies of peace. The danger spots of the world are 
Asia and the American continent. As you ask for 
prophecy, I make one—that the United States, unless 
it reforms its military policy along modern lines, will 
be at war and have a new pension list before there is a 
war between any two first class European Powers.” 

(x-President Taft thinks that “all substantial progress 
in world affairs is made slowly. Universal peace by 
agreement depends on the establishment of responsible 
and permanent government, and law and order in each 
country. In spite of the Balkans and Mexico and China, 
settlements of difficulties by agreement and by arbitra- 
tion increases. Prophecy as to rapidity of its progress 
is futile.” 

Significant of the broadening influence of the office of 
Secretary of State upon its occupant is the opinion 
given by Secretary William Jennings Bryan. A few 
months ago, when Mr. Bryan had just taken his chair 
in the State Department, he announced that there would 
be no war during his term of office. Then he spoke of 
conquering nations with .the battleships of Love and 
Friendship, all very beautiful sentiments for an idealist, 
but dangerous for a practical statesman. This, perhaps, 
Mr. Bryan has come to see now that he has had to face 
a bristling Japan and the smoke-grimed Mexicans, for 
the reply he makes to the Life’s question is this: “No 
one can predict with any certainty in regard to the 
future; especially is it impossible to fix dates with 
accuracy. I feel sure that the peace movement is making 
progress, and whether or not the possibility of war is 
entirely removed within a century, it is worth while 
for us to do what we can in that direction.” This 
sounds like an extract from one of the many editorials 
which the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL has been publish- 
ing on the subject of universal peace for the last fifty 
years. 


CIVILIAN ARGUMENT FOR ARMY INCREASE. 


Commenting upon Secretary Garrison’s suggestions 
with reference to an army reserve the Chicago Tribune 
thus sensibly discourses : 


“We cannot afford to deteriorate the pitifully small 
force of Regulars we now have as a nucleus of our first 
line, and while recruits may be given instruction in one 
year, it is the experience of military men the world 
over that not less than two or two and one-half and 
preferably three years’ constant training and discipline 
are required to make a soldier. Instruction in the 
manual of arms, in camp regulations, in marching, etc., 
is only the beginning of soldiership. Even more im- 
portant is to develop in the recruit the habit of mind 
and the morale of the soldier. Prompt obedience, fusion 
of will, unflinching confidence in commanders, these are 
the qualities which hold the seasoned soldier steady 
when the green recruit is overcome by panic, and they 
take time to develop. 

“But Secretary Garrison is right on his general 
principles, and is taking a broad, statesmanly view of 
Army policy which suggests that he may prove one of 
the greatest War Secretaries we have had. If he is not 
hampered by impractical pacifism and the traditional 
indifference and stupidity of Congress in its dealing with 
the national defense, he should be able to accomplish 
constructive reforms of the first rank. The only intel- 
ligent policy for a country unwilling to maintain a 
standing army is for a short but adequate enlistment 
and the building up of a large reserve, with, of course, 
the greatest practicable perfecting of civilian soldiers or 
organized militia. This is the bedrock of Secretary 
Garrison’s policy, we believe, and of the best thought 
of the Army. 

“Legislation should be had without delay creating a 
reserve. But much more is needed. There should be 
a more rapid weeding out of unnecessary Army posts 
and a concentration and redistribution of the Regular 
Army to cut out waste, and, what is still more important, 
to realize the paper organization of the mobile Army on 
modern tactical lines. Of capital importance also is an 
increase of the mobile Army to not less than 100,000 
men and the increase of the peace strength of all In- 
fantry companies to 100 men instead of the present 
miserable handful. 

“Our fcreign relations recently have developed aspects 
which are bringing home to the unthinking optimism 
of the American people, at least for the moment, our 
urgent need of a consistent, modern policy of defense 
based upon the facts of our present position in the 
world. Advantage should be taken of this to obtain long 
delayed reforms.”

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AVIATION CAMP AT SAN ANTONIO. 


Lieut. Col. Samuel Reber, Signal Corps, U.S.A., 
recently as Chief of the Aviation Corps inspected Fort 
Sam Houston, Texas, and its environments Sept. 22, 
preparatory to making a report relative to establishing 
the Army’s greatest aviation center at San Antonio, 
Texas. The San Antonio Express, in speaking of the 
inspection made by Colonel Reber, says: 

“Colonel Reber will report favorably on Fort Sam 
Houston as a desirable center for the Army’s flying 
school. When he again is in his office he will carefully 
go over a blue print map which has been prepared for 
him under direction of Major R. H. Rolfe, construction 
quartermaster at Fort Sam Houston. He had a long 
conference with Major Rolfe relative to putting the 
grounds at the post in shape for the reception of 
aviators. 

“Much of the ground recently acquired by the Govern- 
ment is covered by brush, and this will have to be cleared 
away so that the men-birds will have at least a mile 
of free run for their starts, landings and maneuvers. 
As much as his limited time would permit Colonel Reber 
familiarized himself with the grounds, and while on 
them had no hesitancy in saying that he thought them 
admirable for aviation purposes. In a preliminary sort 
of fashion he located the sites for some of the proposed 
officers’ quarters, barracks, hangars, garages and machine 
shops, for which there has been made an estimate of 
almost $200,000. In the event that a greater sum of 
money is available for the flying school the plans would 
materially be changed. The Colonel, however, is certain 
that if not more than $200,000 is available in the initial 
appropriation it will be just the starter for the so-called 
‘fourth arm’ of the Service. i 

“Major Rolfe pointed out the proposed site for the 
sinking of an artesian well, and it is not improbable 
that a separate water supply system will be installed 
for the aviation camp. The plan is to remove the 
smallest of the tanks in the quadrangle at department 
headquarters and erect it on the flying field. : 

“Colonel Reber was the dinner guest of Gen. Tasker 
H. Bliss, commander of the Southern Department. 
Colonel Reber before leaving for Texas City Sept. Ze 
expressed the hope that his duty would bring him here 
often.”

AVIATION IN THE PHILIPPINES. 
Aviation School, Fort McKinley, P.I., 
Aug. 25, 1915. 

The detachment has moved to Pasay Beach and are 
now doing hydro work exclusively. This is the first 
work of the kind done here, and everything is going 
along smoothly. 

Five hundred and fifty-nine flights were made by the 
Fort McKinley aviation detachment during the three 
months of good weather immediately preceding the rainy 
season, not a single accident marring the record. This 
is an average of more than six flights a day, or one 
each for the six men in the detachment. Under the 
general supervision of Capt. C. DeF. Chandler, assistant 
chief signal officer of the division, and under the in- 
struction of Lieut. F. P. Lahm the men of the detach- 
ment, Lieutenants Dargue, Chapman and Rich and 





Sergeant Burge, have accomplished a vast amount of: 


work during the quarter. ¢ ; ‘ 

Sergeant Burge is the only enlisted man flying in the 
Army. He is a licensed pilot, holding certificate 154, 
F.A.I., and is a candidate for a commission in the Philip- 
pine Scouts, and if successful in obtaining it will no 
doubt be detailed on aviation duty. He has been on 
aviation detail since its organization in 1907. ; 

Captain Chandler was up to the time of his transfer 
to the Philippines in charge of the Army Aviation ¢ orps, 
previous to which he had charge of the tests in con- 
struction and flights of spherical balloons. The last 
incoming mail brought to Captain Chandler a photo of 
the Clarence H. Mackay trophy, won last year by a 
pupil of Captain Chandler’s and recently presented. He 
is naturally proud of his pupil, and has written a letter

AVIATION NOTES. 

The latest flying boat turned out by Glenn H. Curtiss 
has been shipped to England. Its designer expects to 
have it demonstrated for a number of British sportsmen, 
and later to send it to the Mediterranean. There has 
been much talk in English newspapers of an Anglo- 
American flying boat race between this craft and one of 
English manufacture. It is designed as a four-passenger 
machine. and the wing area, hull and every part has 
been planned accordingly. This results in a craft not 
quite so fast as the two-passenger boat, but one that 
will leave the water very quickly and which handles well 
under a heavy load. The hull is of Honduras mahogany. 
The center panel of the forward deck, or windshield, 
folds back to form a gangway. Entrance to the after 
cockpit is through the forward one. The hull is a mono- 
hydroplane, Vee-bottom, with keel extending below, 
forming a support when the boat is on runway or beach. 
The wings are each in one piece, and may be detached 
bv the removal of bolts. Upper wings have a spread of 
forty-one feet; lower of thirty feet. Surfaces are 





covered with unbleached linen, treated with a waterproof 
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emulsion. Ailerons measure twelve by three feet. The 
motor is a new model O-X Curtiss 90-100 hp. An 
8 feet 6 inch Curtiss propeller is attached direct to the 
motor shaft. Main fuel supply is from two 20-gallon 
tanks. Air pressure forces the gasoline to a small gravity 
tank on the engine bed. Total weight of the machine 
approximately 1,300 pounds. Speed, sixty miles per 
our. 

What is to be the ultimate speed of the aéroplane can 
only be guessed at in the light of the last speed perform- 
ance in France, when Maurice Prevost in winning the 
Gordon Bennett Cup at Rheims on Sept. 29 attained 
a speed of two and one-tenth miles a minute, or 126 
miles an hour, with a Deperdussin monoplane. The 
rapid increase of speed each year is shown by this com- 
parison: In 1909 Curtiss, of the United States, won 
with a speed of 46.96 miles an hour; in 1910, Graham- 
White, of England, won with a speed of 60.46 miles; 
in 1911, Weymann, of the United States, won with a 
speed of 78.11; in 1912, Jules Védrines, of France, won 
with .a speed of 105.54, while this year Prevost’s speed 
for the entire circuit of 124.80 miles was 59 minutes 
453-5 seconds. That is, in the five years since 1909 
the speed has increased more than two and a half times 
over that attained by Curtiss. In the last contest all 
the competitors were French except one Belgian, who, 
however, used a French machine. The lack of competi- 
tion from other countries has robbed the contest of much 
of its interest, the French taking their supremacy in 
aeroplane construction among the nations of the world 
as an accomplished fact. After the race Prevost said 
he did not see why with a more powerful motor a speed 
of 155 miles an hour could not be reached with safety. 
The increase of speed since 1909 has been due to in- 
crease in motor power, the reduction of head resistance 
and the increase of propeller efficiency. The superiority 
of the monoplane to the biplane for speed was incon- 
testably proved at Rheims, where in the cross-country 
contest nearly all the monoplanes made better time than 
the leading biplane. 


DIGNITY VERSUS IMPUDENCE. 

Mrs. Ryland Todhunter, Regent D.A.R., Lexington, 
Mo., recently received an impertinent letter from Mr. 
William H. Anderson, superintendent of the Temperance 
Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church, to which 
she made the following dignified and appropriate reply: 

Lexington, Mo., Sept. 20, 1913. 
Mr. William H. Anderson, Supt., 
Baitimore, Md. 

Dear Sir: In reply to your letter of Sept. 1, allow 
me to say that this chapter was not advised concerning 
the resolution of the National D.A.R. Congress, which 
endorsed restoration of the Army canteen, but we had 
previously considered this subject, and do not now regard 
it as desirable to take action. We have no ground for 
supposing that there was anything illicit or objectionable 
in the manner of passing the resolution. To favor such 
a supposition would be to intimate that we entertain, 
as to the motives of members of our organization, doubts, 
which you say could not apply to your own in seeking to 
annul their action. 

You say, “I ask if you, as regent of your chapter, 
will not vote for a resolution which will make it clear 
that your great organization does not stand for debauch- 
ing the enlisted men of the Army in order to make a 
few tippling officers more comfortable.” You also say, 
“I do not believe that a great body of cultured, patriotic 
American women will line up with brewers when the 
issue is clearly before them.” 

Your words imply several things which we as honor- 
able and patriotic women, justly entitled to our honest 
opinion, feel called upon to repudiate. The membership 
and record of the D.A.R. are above suspicion. Our 
organization has no need to clear itself; it is already 
clear. We are not now lending support to debauchery 
among enlisted men or elsewhere. If debauchery exists, 
it exists under a law passed by the influence of temper- 
ance societies. 

You perhaps are aware that similar charges were 
made against soldiers in the days of the Revolution. Our 
society commemorates their character and valor. 

There has been no marked change in the Army record 
for intoxication in the past twelve years under the anti- 
canteen law. But, relatively to civilians, we are assured 
that our soldiers are as upright as any other class of 
men; and we are aware that they compare favorably 
with the best soldiers of any other nation. 

We object to such an offensive allusion as that in your 
words, “to make a few tippling officers more comfort- 
able.’ There are about, 5,000 officers in the United 
States Army. As a matter of fact, known to us, some 
of the officers who desire canteen restoration are total 
abstainers. Some of the officers who oppose it are users 
of alcoholic liquor. 

jen. Frederick Grant warmly endorsed canteen 
restoration, and subsequently changed his attitude, on 
the ground that the enlisted men had adjusted them- 
selves to the new order of things, but not that the old 
one debauched them. With that exception, the reports 
of principal officers remain unchanged, in favor of the 
canteen. The character and records of these men are 
public property; and we deem them worthy of public 
honor, not defamation. 

Much more might be said. This chapter of the D.A.R. 
does not fear that in any place where we are known 
we can be misconstrued on the subject of temperance 
and morality. If we are misrepresented because we do 
not see our way to comply with an unreasonable request, 
we regret it. But we consider that our duty is to 
stand by the right as we see the right. While we were 
not responsible for the action of the National D.A.R. 
Congress, neither shall we take any steps to controvert it.

In the letter to which Mrs. Todhunter takes exception 
Mr. Anderson says: 

At the last National Congress of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution a resolution favoring restoration of the 
sale of alcoholic liquor in the Army post exchange was 
slipped through near the close of the meeting, after many 
delegates had left and amid such confusion that very few 
knew what was going on. Months ago I wrote the president 
general, Mrs. William Cumming Story, asking about this 
action. She replied that she was not in the chair when the 
action was taken. I wrote again asking, among other things, 
whether it would be the policy of her administration to use 
this action with Congress in an effort to ‘‘restore the can- 
teen.’’ To this letter I have received no reply. My wife 
belongs to the D.A.R. I am myself a member of the S.A.R. 
So you will see that it is from no unfriendly motive that I 
ask if you, as regent of your chapter, will not vote at the 
next National Congress of the D.A.R. for a resolution which 
will make clear that your great organization does not stand 
for debauching the enlisted men of the Army in order to 
make a few tippling officers feel more comfortable. In addi- 
tion to representing the Methodist Episcopal Church on mat- 
ters of national temperance legislation I am superintendent 
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of the Anti-Saloon League of Maryland and a member of the 
Se Committee of the Anti-Saloon League 
of America. expect to bring this matter to the attention 
of the great National Convention of the Anti-Saloon League’ 
to be held at Columbus, Ohio, Nov. 10-13, where 20,000 people 
from all over the land, representing all creeds, parties and 
races, will be met to ratify the proposition to start for a 
prohibition amendment to the Constitution of the United 
States. Women are the greatest sufferers from the liquor 
traffic and I do not believe that a great body of cultured; 
patriotic American women will line up with the brewers when 
the issue is clearly before them. Will you not bring this 
matter before your chapter, so its members may go on record 
to the effect that they wish their representative in the 
national body to stand, not for liquor, but for folks—the 
men, women and children who are the nation.

FALL RACE MEETING AT PIPING ROCK. 


The Piping Rock Racing Association, of which Col. 
Henry fT. Allen, U.S.A., is president, announce the fol- 
lowing days for their fall meeting: Saturday, Oct. 11, 
and Saturday, Oct. 18. There will be six races each 
day, with the post call for the opening event at a quarter 
after two. The money and plate to be distributed 
during the meeting aggregates approximately $25,000. 
Practically all of this has been generously contributed 
by friends of racing in this country and Canada. Two 
of the races to be run are for two-year-olds of the Piping 
Rock Subscription, which was arranged last fall, when 


fifty friends of the association subscribed $1,000 each, 
for which they received a yearling, drawn by lot. The 
series of races in which they have competed and will 
compete carry awards of $30,000 

_ Piping Rock is about twenty-seven miles from New 
York by road. The best route for motors is via Flushing, 
Manhasset, Roslyn, Bull’s Head (east of Roslyn), Glen 
Cove and Locust Valley. It can be reached from the 
opposite shore of Long Island Sound by the Rye-Sea 
Cliff ferry (leaving Rye on the even hours) and New 
Rochelle-Glen Cove ferry (leaving New Rochelle on the 
odd hours). On each day of the meeting the Long 
Island Railroad will run two special trains between 
New York and Locust Valley. These trains will leave 
the Pennsylvania station in Manhattan and the Flatbush 
avenue station in Brooklyn at 11:30 a.m. and 12:45 
p.m., respectively, and on the return trip will leave the 
Locust Valley station as soon after the last race as 
practicable. There will be a service of motor omnibuses 
between Locust Valley station and Piping Rock, which 
is about one mile from the station. 

Among the events to be decided at the fall meeting 
are: The Harbor Hill Cup; steeplechase for three-year- 
olds; $3,000 added. The Piping Rock Subscription 
Races; for two-year-olds; confined to subscribers for 
the fifty thoroughbred yearlings distributed last fall;

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ARAB TYPE OF MOUNT FAVORED. 


Capt. Frank Tompkins, 10th U.S. Cav., believes that 
the Arab type of horse is the best for the U.S. Cavalry 
service. In the Cavalry Journal he describes a ride of 
127 miles in less than thirty hours made in Cuba in 
1908. Although the ride was made without a guide, 
often the direction being got from the stars, all the 
forty-two horses of the troop reached Camp Columbia 
in perfect condition. The time mentioned included all 
halts. Captain Tompkins found that the small, com- 
pactly built horses of about fifteen hands stood tie test 
better than the taller horses of the troop, those over 





15.2. His test rides and other observations since he 
has been at the Norwich (Vt.) University have con- 


vinced him that the Arab type is the best for the Cavalry 
of the United States. He says: “These experiments 
have convinced me that the Arab horse is the horse for 
the Cavalry service. ‘The hard service peculiar to 
cavalry in active campaign requires a horse low on his 
legs, of strong bone, full form, a horse that when even 
in thin flesh does not show it, one whose muscular 
development, energy and reserve power are denoted by 
a certain balance and uniformity not often seen in horses 
above 15.2. The Arab and Morgan horses are easier 
kept than the horse over 15.2; they can, therefore, do 
more service on short rations than their larger brother, 
and in active service during the midst of a strenuous 
campaign they will be up and doing when the type of 
horses cur officers are now exhibiting in the horse shows 
will be down and out.” 

Spencer Borden, of Fall River, Mass., the widely 
known authority on horses, writes entertainingly in the 
New York Evening Post of the endurance ride which 
ended at the Vermont State Fair on Sept. 17, a ride 
which he doubts has had a parallel in this or any other 
country. The chairman of the committee that superin- 
tended the arrangements consisted of Capt. Frank 
Tompkins, 10th U.S. Cav., and at that time superinten- 
dent of military instruction at the Norwich University, 
Northfield, Vt.; Mr. C. Chauncey Stillman, of New 
York, secretary and treasurer of the Morgan Horse 
Club; Henry C. Merwin, of Boston, president of the 
work-horse parade and a vice-president of the Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, and Mr. 
Borden. Captain Tompkins’s term having expired at 
the university, his successor, Lieut. Ralph M. Parker, 
1tth U.S. Cav., had a large part in making the ride a 
success. 

In the ride Lieutenant Parker rode one of the horses 
entered, and chose one of his cadets to ride another 
which turned out to be the winner. Mr. Merwin was 
at first of the opinion that the ride might degenerate 
into a race in which the horses might be cruelly treated, 
but when it was pointed out to him that in choosing the 
winner fifty points out of one hundred would be given 
for excellent condition at the end of the ride he saw 
there would be no premium put on racing, and entered 
heartily into the contest. Before the start all the riderg 
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met Captain Tompkins at Norwich University, and he 
explained to them the best way to get the most out of 
their mounts; as, for example, if a horse stumbled he 
should not be jerked or shouted at, for this conduct 
would take something out of the horse, and he needed 
all his resources to carry him through. The course was 
laid out by Captain Tompkins and the plans for the 
ride were in general his. ‘That Captain Tompkins and 
Lieutenant Parker knew their business is demonstrated,” 
says Mr. Borden, ‘“‘by the fact that the seven horses 
that came through together made the last seventeen 
miles in two hours and fifty-four minutes and were 
marked ‘excellent’ for condition by Brig. Gen. A. L. 
Mills, U.S.A., of the General Staff, detailed by the War 
Department to judge them at the end. The next day 
they seemed to have entirely recovered their freshness 
and were able to show their paces in the arena. The 
ride reflects in a most flattering manner on the esprit 
de corps of the Norwich University and its cadets; and 
every American citizen stands ready to take off his hat 
to the two fine examples of commissioned officers of the 
U.S. Army who carried the affair through to its admir- 
able consummation. Patriotic Americans will get a lot 
of confidence in the future of our country who come 
in contact with such men as these and others of the 
splendid lot of young officers, now captains and lieu- 
tenants, who are coming on for promotion later.”

CENTENARY OF THE SHANNON AND CHESA- 
PEAKE 





The Journal of the Royal United Service Institution 
for June has for its frontispiece an excellent illustration 
of “H.M.S. Shannon commencing battle with the Amer- 
ican frigate Chesapeake on June 1, 1813, from a picture 
designed by Capt. R. H. King, R.N., in the museum 
of R.N.S. Institution.” From an article by Capt. H. J. 
Garbett, R.N., explaining the picture, we take the 
following: 

During the naval wars of the eighteenth and early 
part of the nineteenth centuries there were many note- 
worthy single ship actions, in which, with scarcely an 
exception, we were the victors: while between 1793, 
when hostilities broke out with France, and May, 1812, 
when the United States declared war against us, out 
of 200 actions between single ships we were only defeated 
five times, and on each of those five occasions our vessels 
were of inferior force to the enemy. It was therefore 
a source of considerable mortification and disappointment 
when during the first six months of the war with the 
young Republic our navy suffered five consecutive and 
overwhelming defeats at the hands of American vessels, 
although it must in justice be said that, on four out of 
these five occasions, our ships had to face superior odds. 
There was thus a more than ordinary desire on the part 
of our officers and men to retrieve the honor of the flag, 
and among the captains of the British 38-gun frigates 
none longed more ardently for a meeting with one of the 
American 44-gun ships than Capt. Philip Broke, of 
the Shannon. E : 

The Shannon was one of the most efficient ships of 
her class afloat, 2 distinction due entirely to the efforts 
of her commander, who, at considerable expense to 
himself, had trained his men to a state of the highest 
proficiency. 

The two ships were not unevenly matched, the Shannon 
carrying forty-eight and the Chesapeake forty-nine guns. 
The armament of the Shannon consisted of twenty-eight 
18-pounders upon the main deck and sixteen 32-pounder 
carronades, with four long 9-pounders upon the quarter- 
deck and forecastle; while that of the Chesapeake con- 
sisted also of twenty-eight long 18-pounders on the main 
deck, with twenty 32-pounder carronades and one long 
pivot 18-pounder on the quarterdeck and forecastle. 

At five minutes to one, Cape Ann bearing north-north- 
east-half-east, distant ten or twelve miles, the Shannon 
filled and stood out from the land under easy sail. Cap- 
tain Broke, taking up a position on the break of the 
quarterdeck, now had his men_called aft, and thus 
addressed them: “Shannons! You know that from 
various causes the Americans have lately triumphed on 
several occasions over the British flag. This will not 
daunt yeu. But they have said the English have for- 
gotten the way to fight. You will let them know to-day 
that there are Englishmen in the Shannon who still 
know how to fight. Fire into her quarters, main deck 
into main deck, quarterdeck into quarterdeck. Kill the 
men, and the ship is yours. Don’t cheer. Go quietly 
to your quarters. - You have the blood of hundreds of 
your countrymen to avenge.” A dead silence rested 
over the Shannon’s deck at the close of these words, 
and all went to their stations feeling that they had a 
foe worthy of their steel. Watt, the first lieutenant, 
then went forward and placed a white ensign on the 
capstan, as had been his custom whenever preparing 
for action, remarking, “That is to hoist over the enemy’s 
colors.” 

“Lawrence displayed great skill and_ tactics when 
closing with us to prevent our fire, which, however, we 
did not attempt, for Broke had given orders not to fire 
while the gallant fellow keeps his head toward us, and 
so we waited in silence,” so wrote the late Sir Provo 
Wallis, who was the Shannon’s second lieutenant, to 
Mr. Maclay. . 

For some time Captain Broke was uncertain as to 
whether the Chesapeake would run down under the 
Shannoun’s stern and rake, or come fairly alongside; but 
at 5:40 p.m. Captain Lawrence gallantly luffed up 
within about fifty yards upon the Shannon’s starboard 
quarter, and, squaring his main yard, gave three cheers. 
Seeing that Lawrence was about to engage in a fair 
vard-arm and yard-arm action, Captain Broke ordered 
the gunners on the main deck “to fire on the enemy as 
soon as the guns bore on his second bow port.” | A 
hurricane of shot, splinters, torn hammocks, cut rigging 
and wreck of every kind was hurled like a cloud across 


the deck. ‘The Chesapeake did not immediately reply, 
but having secured a favorable position she also 
delivered her broadside with tremendous effect. Both 


ships then kept up a furious cannonade for several 
minutes. ‘ ‘ 

At the first broadside Captain Lawrence, while stand- 
ing on a carronade slide, was severely wounded in the 
leg; but he refused to go below, and, supporting himself 
on the companion way, continued in command of his 
ship. The firing was so close and rapid that in a few 
minutes half of the American officers were either killed 
or wounded. At 5:33 p.m., finding that, owing to the 
quantity of way on the Chesapeake and the calm she 
had produced in the Shannon’s sails, he was ranging 
too far ahead, and being desirous to preserve the weather 
gauge in order to have an opportunity of crippling the 
Shannon by his dismantling shot, Captain Lawrence 
hauled up a little. But as her jib sheet and foretopsail- 


tie were shot away, and her helm, probably from the men 
stationed at it being killed, was for the moment un- 
attended to, the Chesapeake came up so sharply to the 
wind as to deaden her headway completely ; and the ship 
lay, in consequence, with her stern and quarter exposed 
to her opponent’s broadside. At this moment the Shan- 
non delivered her most effective fire, not only raking 
the Chesapeake fore and aft with her quarter guns and 
beating in her: sternports, but at the same time main- 
taining a tremendous diagonal fire from their forward 
guns across the decks of the American frigate, which 
rapidly increased her list of killed and wounded. Seeing 
that the ships were about to foul, the boatswain of the 
Shannon, who had fought under Rodney, endeavored to 
lash the two ships together, but he was mortally wounded 
before he was able to carry out his intentions. The two 
vessels, however, remained locked as the Chesapeake 
hooked with her quarter-port, the fluke of the Shannon’s 
anchor stowed over the chess-tree. 

_Captain Broke now ran forward; and, observing the 
Chesapeake’s men deserting the quarterdeck guns, he 
ordered the boarders to be called, threw down his trumpet 
and, calling out “Follow me who can!” stepped on board 
the Chesapeake’s quarterdeck, from whence Captain 
Lawrence, mortally wounded, had just been carried 
below. Here not an officer or man was to be seen. 
Upon the Chesapeake’s gangways about twenty-five or 
thirty of her men made a slight resistance, but they were 
quickly driven toward the forecastle, and, not being 
supported by their comrades below, were soon forced to 
lay down their arms and submit. While in the act of 
giving orders Captain Broke suddenly found himself 
opposed by three of the Americans, who, seeing they 
were superior to the British then near them, had armed 
themselves afresh. In the scuffle that followed Captain 
Broke received a blow on the head from the butt-end of 
a musket which nearly stunned him, but his assailant 
was immediately cut down; and while a handkerchief 
was being tied round his head Broke had the satisfaction 
of seeing the English flag being hoisted over the Amer- 
ican, and was instantly led to the Chesapeake’s quarter- 
i where he seated, himself upon one of the carronade 
slides. 

Thus ended this memorable fight. Between the dis- 
charge of the first gun and the period of Captain Broke’s 
boarding eleven minutes only elapsed, and in four 
minutes more the Chesapeake was completely his; but 
owing to the great loss of American officers it is doubtful 
if there was any formal surrender, and it was owing to 
this also that no one was left to throw the signal book 
overboard, although it had been placed on the cabin 
table weighted and ready to be thrown overboard. 

The welcome news of the victory was carried to Eng- 
land in the brig Nova Scotia, Lieut. Bartholomew Kent, 
which sailed from Halifax on June 12 and arrived at 
Plymouth July 7. The city of London presented to 
Captain Broke a sword of honor and the freedom of 
the city, and he was made a baronet and Knight Com- 
mander of the Bath. He and his descendants were 
allowed also to bear the following crest of honorable 
angmentation, “Issuant from a naval crown, a dexter 
arm embowed encircled by a wreath of laurel, the hand 
grasping a trident erect”; with the motto, “Scvumque 
tridentur servamus.” Congress voted a gold medal to 
the nearest male descendant of Captain Lawrence.

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FOR A VOLUNTEER ARMY. 


‘ e e . 

Capt. William A. Campbell, a retired officer of the 
Army residing in Rochester, N.Y., where he is practising 
law, has submitted to the War Department the draft 
of a proposed law for reorganizing the Army. It provides 
for a volunteer army not to exceed one to every 500 
of the population, which would mean a present force of 
about 200,000. All officers of the Volunteer Army 
shall be appointed by the President in the same manner 
as officers of the Regular Army. The President shall 
determine the proportion of Cavalry and Artillery, not 
to exceed a troop of Cavalry and a battery of Artillery 
to each regiment of Infantry. Enlistments shall be for 
three years, with the privilege of re-enlistment for one, 
two or three years and of transfer by request to the 
Regular Army. ‘The authority «f Congress is required 
to mobilize the Volunteers beyond state limits, and the 
President is to determine the number to be taken from 
each state. Other sections are the following: 

16. The uniforms, arms and equipments of the volunteer 
army shall be the same as-prescribed and furnished to the 
Regular Army. 

_17. Every organization of the volunteer army shall be pro- 
vided with such ordnance and ordnance stores, clothing, camp 
and garrison equipage, quartermaster stores and medical sup- 
plies as may be necessary for their proper training and in- 
struction. Such property shall be issued from the stores and 
supplies of the Regular Army by direction of the Secretary 
of War, upon requisitions approved by the general officer 
commanding the state, and the Secretary of War shall direct 
how such property shall be accounted for, its care and 
preservation. 

18. In each state there shall be maintained at least one 
permanent camp of instruction for officers and soldiers of the 
volunteer army, and it shall be lawful for the President to 
require and direct all officers and soldiers te attend at such 
camps of instruction for at least twelve days in every year, 
for the purpose of drill and practice in military training. 

19. These camps shall be so situated and of such extent 
that they may be used for the mobilization of the volunteer 
army when such mobilization is authorized by Congress, and 
such buildings shall be constructed thereat as shall be from 
time to time authorized by law. 

20. The state headquarters of the volunteer army shall be 
located at a camp of instruction, or at such place within the 
state as the Secretary of War shall direct. And the Quar- 
termaster General (Chief of Q.M. Corps) of the Regular Army 
shall provide by rental or otherwise, such rooms for Offices, 
armories, one sites, store houses, etc., for the volunteer 
army as may be authorized by law. 

21. When there is tumult, riot, mob, or other violence to 
persons or property within a state; or when such tumult, 
riot, mob, or other violence to persons or roperty is threat- 
ened, it shall be !awful for the President of the United States 
upon application of the Legislature or of the executive (when 
the Legislature cannot be convened) to order out so much of 
the volunteer army as he may deem necessary to repress such 
tumult, riot, mob and protect the states against domestic 
violence. 

22. No officer or soldier of the volunteer army when or- 
dered on duty for instruction, or to aid the civil authorities 
or when ordered into active service in obedience to the procla- 
mation of the President, shall be excused from such duty 
except upon the certificate of the surgeon of his command 
of his physical disability, such certificate to be presented to 
the commanding general in case of an officer, or to his com- 
pany commander in case of a soldier. If such officer or 
soldier shall fail to furnish such excuse and remain absent 
he shall be tried and punished as a court-martial may direct. 

23, During annual encampment or when ordered on duty 
to aid the civil authorities, the pay of the volunteer army 
shall be double the pay of the Regular. Army in every grade. 

24. The monthly pay of the volunteer army in time of 
peace, when not attending the annual encampment, or on duty 
to aid the civil authorities, shall be as follows: Privates $3; 
corporals, $3.50; sergeants, $4; first sergeants, sergeants ma: 
jors, quartermaster sergeants (regimental) and hospital stew- 
ards, $5; second lieutenants, $7; first lieutenants, $8; cap- 
tains, $10; majors, $12; lieutenant colonels, $13; lonela 
$15; brigadier generals, $18; major generals, $20.” ; 

25, When on duty soldiers of the volunteer army shall re- 
ceive the same rations as soldiers of the Regular Army doin 
similar duty, and officers of the volunteer army shall be enti- 


tled, when on duty, to purchase supplies th

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FOREIGN ITEMS. 


A Berlin despatch of Sept. 18 reports that the six 
German cavalry regiments provided for by the army 
increase law, passed this year, will be without sabers, 
being armed instead with carbines equipped with the 
short infantry bayonet. The change is made experi- 
mentally, but causes much head shaking among old-time 
cavalrymen, for it is recognized that the experiment, if 
successful, will lead to its general adoption in the 
cavalry. ’ 

The program of French naval construction is, it is 
reported, being pushed forward very rapidly since the 
formation of the new Council of Admirals. Out of 
the seven new battleships provided for in the program 
for 1913 and 1914 the Jean Bart and the Courbet are 
now finished and in service; the France and the Paris 
are practically complete. The Bretagne at Brest and 
the Provence at Lorient are making rapid progress, and 
finally the Lorraine is about to be launched. These 
seven new battleships will in the next two years almost 
transform the French fleet. Their armament and sup- 
plies and ammunition, as well as the complement of 
officers and men, will be ready as soon as required, and 
the French navy will continue to lay down three or four 
battleships every year. The first of the new series, the 
Gascogne, of 25,200 tons, will be laid down on Oct. 1. 

The new British battleship Centurion has been very 
successful in the first gunlayers’ test in which she has 
taken part, and has given further proof of the value 
of the fire director. From the pair of 13.5-inch guns in 
“Q” turret amidships eight rounds were fired and eight 
hits registered in 2 min. 352-5 sec. at a range of 7,000 
yards. A gun’s crew of Royal Marines made six hits 
out of eight rounds from another 13.5-inch barbette. 
The target in each case was fourteen feet square. 

The tcrpedoboat destroyer Hardy, the first British 
warship to be equipped with an internal combustion 
engine for propelling purposes, was commissioned at 
Portsmouth Sept. 4, for service in the Fourth Destroyer 
Flotilla. She is 257 feet long and 26 feet 6 inches in 
beam, with the comparatively shallow draft of eight 
feet, the normal displacement being 935 tons. Her arma- 
ment consists of three 4-inch guns and two torpedo tubes, 
and the designed speed of 32 knots with engines working 
up to a maximum of 24,500 horsepower. The principal 
machinery consists of Parsons turbines, which it is 
intended shall be used only when high speeds are re- 
quired. For ordinary cruising purposes dependence will 
be placed on an installation of Diesel engines situated 
at the forward end of the propeller shafts, which are, 
when acting alone, capable of driving the vessel at about 
twelve knots. Of the eight oil-carrying auxiliaries now 
being built for the British navy six will be driven by 
internal combustion engines exclusively. 

A seaplane from the British cruiser Hermes was 
flying at Cromarty, in the Firth, over the battle cruisers 
Lion and Princess Royal, piloted by Lieutenant Bowhill 
and a mechanic, when at a height of over a hundred 
feet something went wrong. ‘The machine immediately 
dropped her nose and plunged seawards, but when within 
forty feet of the water the pilot, with great presence 
of mind, managed to right the seaplane, which alighted 
on the floats. It, however, turned over, but the pilot 
and mechanic escaped injury. 

The visit of a powerful squadron of Russian war 
vessels to England is the first call from Russia on 

‘ngland in ten years. Before the war with Japan 
Portland was frequently used by the Russian Baltic fleet 
as 2 port of call. The only official reception has been 
that always accorded to foreign men-of-war arriving at 
British ports, but the visit has been marked by a round 
of festivities, and the Russian bluejackets have had 
liberty to go ashore and have fraternized with their 
British hosts most cordially. “This is all as it should 
be,” remarks the Army and Navy Gazette, “and it is 
most satisfactory to be able to add that the uniformly 
good behavior of the men ashore has evoked as much 
praise from the townfolk as their smart appearance and 
discipline has impressed the more critical eyes afloat. 
This state of things is striking testimony to the rapid 
strides which the Russian navy is making in the direc- 
tion of improved efficiency.” 

The completion for sea of the Konig Albert and 
Prinzregent Luitpold increases the number of Dread- 
nought battleships in the German navy to thirteen. For 
England the Ajax and Audacious increase the total to 
eighteen. ‘These will be the last battleships to be passed 
into the service for either Power during the present 
calendar year. Here are the figures for completed battie- 
ships for the last four years, as given by the Army and 
Navy Gazette:

The position of Great Britain is improved if the battle 
cruisers are counted in, for the completion of the Queen 
Mary increases the number of this class to seven, or 
eight with the New Zealand, and the Germans have four. 
Thus in battleships and battle cruisers Great Britain 
has twenty-six ships to the German seventeen, equal to 
a preponderance of 53 per cent. 

Of the 62,000 French soldiers in Morocco in March, 
1913, only 31,455 were Europeans, and of these only 
2,462 belonged to army corps quartered in France. The 
casualties of the French and native troops in Morocco 
between May 24, 1912, and May 24, 1913, amounted, 
according to the Journal of the Royal United Service 
Institution, to about 408 killed and 1,544 wounded. 
Since May last eighty-seven have been killed and 171 
wounded. 

The London Times has been indulging in harsh 
criticisms of the new .276 rifle for the British army. 
In experimental trials it has been found that during 
rapid firing the ammunition designed for this rifle gives 
such pressures as to render it unsafe to use, and the 
difficulty is to design something more suitable. Many 
good judges are of opinion that nothing satisfactory will 
be evolved until the propellant is changed. 

A British mission composed of nineteen naval officers 
on the active list, civilian officials, all under the direc- 
tion of Rear Admiral Mark Kerr, R.N., has undertaken 
the organization of the new Greek navy. Instead of 
acting only in an advisory capacity, the officers under 
Rear Admiral Kerr will take superior rank in the Greek 
navy, will wear Greek naval uniform, and will exercise 
executive authority. Nearly every branch of naval 
activity is represented in the British commission. 

The assassination of Japanese, which excited such 
indignation in Tokio and led to a sharp demand for 


apology and compensation, was an incident of the sack- 
ing of Nanking. It is stated that Chang-Hsun promised 
his troops three days’ looting if Nanking were taken, 
and thus kept his rabble condottieri with the colors. 
When the Chinese government troops entered the city 
they murdered all whom they met, and among those 
killed were several Japanese. 

In the recent Belgian maneuvers the Reds, coming 
from the east with the intention of invading France, 
drove back the Blue force defending Belgium on Namur. 
The officers of the French General Staff point out that, 
while Belgium is well guarded against a French inva- 
sion, which would follow the line Hainault and South 
Flanders by the gap of Lille, a German army entering 
the neutral territory through Luxemburg—the natural 
route which would be followed in order to turn the 
eastern defenses of France—would encounter little or 
no resistance. 

When the battleship Reshadieh, recently launched for 
the Porte by the Vickers Company at Barrow, is placed 
in commission, Turkey will have a warship equal in size 
and speed to any afloat in the Mediterranean. The 
Reshadieh is superior to any other warship in those 
waters with the exception of the French battleships. 
This Turkish super-Dreadnought, which, if Turkey had 
had it two years ago, might have changed the entire com- 
plexion of Balkan history by preventing the Tripolitan 
and Balkan Wars, was begun in 1911, but was delayed 
in construction on account of the war with the Allies. 
It resembles the British battleships of the King George 
V. type. The tonnage is 23,000 as against 23,000 of the 
French Bretagne, 21,500 of the Italian Doria and 20,000 
of the Austrian Viribus Unitis. The Reshadieh has ten 
13.5-inch guns in her main battery. France is the only 
other Mediterranean Power with a vessel afloat carry- 
ing this caliber of gun. The Italian and Austrian battle- 
ships have only 12-inch guns. The Greek battle cruiser 
Salamis, building at the Vulcan yard, Stettin, will be a 
mighty rival of the Turkish battleship. The Reshadieh 
will have a speed of twenty-one sea miles an hour and 
will cost probably about 2,000,000 pounds sterling. The 
Salamis, a battle cruiser of 19,000 tons, will carry eight 
14-inch guns at a speed of twenty-three sea miles and 
her cost will be 1,250,000 pounds.

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THE INFANTRY’S BIG OPPORTUNITY. 


To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

One of the obvious needs of the United States is a 
large body of men with military training. 

The Infantry service is the fundamental one, and is 

the only branch of the Service fitted to give this training 
in a short time. Infantry officers will benefit as much as 
the men they train by being required to turn out in- 
fantrymen in one year who can pass a severe efficiency 
test. The worst drawback in the Infantry to-day is 
being required to work with companies where you go 
over the training course again and again with the same 
men. Give us companies of 150 men; fifty old soldiers 
with three-year enlistment, re-enlistment to require an 
excellent character; fifty men for two years and fifty 
educational test men for one year; discharge to be 
granted sooner to the two and one year men upon appli- 
cation when a board of three officers passes them as 
trained soldiers; the two and one year men to be from 
eighteen to thirty years old. Pass them to a five or ten 
years’ reserve, with a monthly pay.~ Localize them in 
reserve companies, regiments, etc.; assemble, examine 
and instruct them once a year for fifteen or twenty days. 
Have their full equipment kept in storehouses, in squad 
boxes and company equipment lots at the nearest post. 
If they do not wish to enter the reserve, all right; you 
have a trained man anyway. 
} Here is a big thing to work for. A sustained interest 
is required. There must be a steady mental growth. 
It is a work that requires Infantry officers of the very 
best type, and tends to a steady growth of that type. It 
will separate the theoretical from the practical officer, 
and will establish to a large extent what the War De- 
partment seems to be trying for, the field training of 
troops; for you are given, in a short term enlistment, 
the unmistakable objective of turning out a trained 
soldier in a limited time. 

The Infantry asks the country for no extra promo- 
tions. They ask for a chance to give it a trained lot 
of soldiers at a minimum cost. 

Give us 150 men to a company on a 3-2-1 year enlist- 
ment and we will give you‘an Infantry reserve division 
a year and the best trained lot of infantry officers and 
non-commissioned officers in the world, and we will let 
our promotion take care of itself.

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NATIONAL GUARD AS A NATIONAL FORCE. 


Ardmore, Okla., Sept. 24, 1913. 

To THE Epitor or THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

There seems to be considerable difficulty in the way 
of the passage of the Militia Pay bill owing to constitu- 
tional objections raised by the Department of Justice 
and for other reasons, and the prospects for a solution 
of the problem along that line seem rather remote. Let 
me reiterate what I have heretofore said and written, 
that I believe the solution lies in making the National 
Guard a National Guard in fact as well as in name, 
under the sole control of the Federal Government. There 
will then be no question as to the use of the Guard 
for foreign as well as domestic service. The forces of 
the United States should consist of: First, the Army, 
with its reserve; second, the National Guard, under 
Federal control exclusively; third, the Volunteers in 
time of war. No argument is necessary to convince 
military men of the advisability of having all the forces 
for national defense under the exclusive control of the 
Federal Government. This would eliminate the states 
as states from any connection with the Guard or with 
the national defense, which is the best thing possible. 
On the other hand, the states would not be precluded 
from having a constabulary or other force for domestic 


purposes only.

Mr. Arthur Middleton, formerly an assistant pay- 
master in the Navy, and now a patent lawyer in Wash- 
ington, appears to have availed himself of his present 
liberty to publish in a newspaper charges against Navy 
officers which the Secretary is reported to consider of 
sufficient importance to require investigation. Among 
these charges is that of “snobbery,” under which it 
would be somewhat difficult to formulate specifications. 
According to the newspaper report Mr. Middleton further 
charges that line officers are a gambling, drinking set, 
always talking about women and making unendurable 
the life of a “mustang,” as the officer who is not a 
graduate of the Naval Academy is dubbed. The wives 
of the line officers, he says, even show the same feeling 
toward the wives of the “mustang” officers. This is 
somewhat more tangible, and it is reported that the 
Secretary intends to call for particulars. It might be 
well meantime to put the “wives” referred to under 
arrest, as otherwise they might escape punishment, not 
being subject to the orders of the Secretary. During 
the Civil War a volunteer officer of German birth and 
a Kansas colonel got into a dispute which resulted in a 
court-martial under charges brought by the irate German. 
Among the specifications under these charges were gravely 
set forth the fact that the Kansas man, in reply to the 
German’s boast that his countrywomen were so intelli- 
gent that they spoke several languages, said that he was 
in the habit of receiving from his lady friends in Kansas 
letters, some of which were in Greek, others in Latin, 
Hebrew. Sanskrit, Chinese or other languages, and that 
when asked, in response to his claim that the Hudson 
was a much finer stream than the Rhine, of which the 
German had boasted, whether he had ever seen the 
Rhine, replied that he had sailed up to its headwaters 
in the frigate Mississippi. The gravity of the members 
of the Army court-martial in the case referred to was 
upset during the trial under such specifications as it 
would be in a trial under the charge of “snobbery” 
brought against an officer of the Navy. The New York 
Sun sounds this warning to the Secretary: “Keep 
yourself clear of the social bickerings of the gentlemen 
of the Navy and of the jadies of their delightful house- 
holds. For him who essays the_regulation of naval social 
affairs there is no honor in the present or hope in the 
future. Tiffle is the most dangerous thing in the world 
when it is taken seriously.” 


The flooding of the Culebra Cut and the Miraflores 
Lake was begun at Panama on Oct. 1, when two streams 
from Gatun Lake were allowed to flow into the Cut 
through the old drainage pipes. This water will provide 
a cushion ten feet deep to offset the rush of water when 
the dike is destroyed by dynamite.on Oct. 10. The 


gates in the spillway at Miraflores were raised and 
the drainage of surface water from the basin of the lake 
into the Pacific was stopped. The Miraflores Lake, which 
is now rapidly forming, will have an area of about two 





and one-half square milés. It fills the old valley of the 
Rio Grande between the locks at Miraflores and the 
locks at Pedro Miguel, and forms the link between 
the Pacific Ocean and Culebra Cut. It will be fed by 
water from Gatun Lake, which will flow through Culebra 
Cut, by way of the locks at Pedro Miguel, into Mira- 
flores Lake, every time a ship is passed into or from 
Culebra Cut. Within the next few days the water in 
this little lake will flood the east locks at Miraflores, 
thus completing the link between the ocean and the 
small lake. This link is being formed in advance of 
the flooding of Culebra in order that suction dredges 
and the elevator dredge Corozal may be towed through 
the locks at Miraflores and Pedro Miguel into. Culebra 
Cut about Oct. 15. There the suction dredges will 
remove the earth from the great slide at Cucaracha that 
now blocks the channel through Culebra Cut and will 
force it behind a hill about a mile away. 
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The head of the column of the provisional Cavalry 
brigade from Winchester, Va., arrived at Fort Myer at 
12:25 p.m. Oct. 3, where it will be quartered. Great 
preparations were made to receive the brigade in Wash- 
ington. 'The entire brigade will be the guest of the 
Washingtcen and Boston American baseball teams at the 
game on Oct. 4, at the American League Park in 
Washington. The officers were guests at a dance at 
Fort Myer Friday night, and there will be a dinner 
at the Army and Navy Club on Monday night, which 
will be attended not only by the officers of the brigade, 
but all of the Cavalry officers stationed at Washington. 
The grand review by the President will take place 
Thursday on the White Lot, and the exhibition drill 
will follow on the Potomac Park. The Engineer troops 
from the Washington Barracks will patrol the grounds. 
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An interesting exhibition of the study of the Coast 
Artillery war game was given to Secretary of War 
Garrison and Major Gen. Leonard Wood, Chief of Staff, 
at the Coast Artillery School at Fort Monroe. Brig. 
gen. E. M. Weaver, Chief of Coast Artillery, was also 
present. The object of the Coast Artillery war game 
as it has been developed in the Department of Artillery 
and Land Defense of the school is to provide for an 
interesting method of instructing officers and enlisted 
men of the Coast Artillery Corps in matters that are 
essential to the performance’ of duty in the technical 
use of armament. This is all being worked out in a 
most realistic way in the study room of the school. It 
is done on a board which is a sort of a relief map of a 
characteristic coast defense point of the United States.

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A detachment of the 2d U.S. Cavalry was fired upon 
late in the afternoon of Sept. 27 when it was patrolling 
the Mexican border about fifteen miles east of El Paso. 
The firing was done by Mexican federal cavalrymen. 
None of the Americans was wounded. Two Texas 
Rangers near by also were fired at. ‘The Mexican 
troopers who did the shooting composed a scouting party 
sent east from Juarez. The Mexicans began firing at 
a distance of about 200 yards, and fired about forty 
shots. The Army officers stated that none of the Amer- 
ican soldiers returned the fire.

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PROMOTIONS AND RETIREMENTS. 


The ncmination of Col. Dan C. Kingman, Corps of 
Engrs., U.S.A., to be Chief of Engineers, with the rank 
of brigadier general, vice Rossell, to retire for age on 
Oct. 11, 1913, was sent to the Senate Oct. 1. The 
advancement of Colonel Kingman is a well deserved 
one as the senior in his grade and an officer of 
recognized ability. He was born in New Hampshire 
and is a graduate of the U.S. Military Academy, class 
of 1875, standing number two in his class. He was 


assigned as a second lieutenant to the Corps of En- 
gineers, his first duty being with the Engineer Battalion 
at Willet’s Point. He has been in charge of various 
important engineering works and was assistant professor 
of engineering at the Military Academy from August, 
1878, to August, 1881, and was engineer officer of the 
Platte from September, 1881, to November, 1886. He 
was in charge of the improvement of the Yellowstone 
National Park from July, 1883, to March, 1887. He 
was also among other duties in charge of the Fourth 
District of the Mississippi River for the purpose of im- 
provement; on special work for construction and repairs 
of levees, improvement of the harbor at New Orleans 
and points on the Red River, and has been a member 
of various boards. He received the thanks of the Legis- 
lature of Louisiana May 21, 1890, for the splendid serv- 
ices rendered during the high water of 1890. Colonel 
Kingman was also in charge of the Fourth District, 
Mississippi River, to October, 1890, and was in charge 
of the defensive works on lake shores of New York and 
water level observations of Lake Ontario to Nov. 7, 1895. 
He was at Chattanooga, Tenn., in charge of the improve- 
ment of the Tennessee River, and various other engineer 
works. He was division engineer of the Southeast Divi- 
sion, in charge of defensive works on the coast of 
Georgia, Florida and of various harbor improvements 
in his division. These included improvement of the 
inland waterway between Savannah, Ga., and Beaufort, 
S.C., and between Savannah, Ga., and Fernandina, Fla. 
He is also a member of the National Land Defense 
Board. General Kingman reached the grade of colonel 
July 6, 1908, by the advancement of Colonel Marshall. 

Brig. Gen. Ralph W. Hoyt, U.S.A., will be retired 
for age Oct. 9, 1915, and the active list will lose an 
excellent officer. He was born in New York Oct. 9, 
1849, and is a graduate of the U.S.M.A., class of 1872, 
being assigned as a second lieutenant to the 11th In- 
fantry. After servirg in Texas and Dakota until 
August, 1887, he was then ordered to Plattsburg Bar- 
racks. While on duty in the West he was engaged in 
the capture of a Sioux Indian band in 1877, and was 
regimental quartermaster from June, 1879, until May, 
1886. Afier a service of twenty-seven years in the 11th 
Infantry he was promoted major, 10th Infantry. May 
16, 1899. At the beginning of the war with Spain he 
was staticned at Whipple Barracks, Ariz., in command 
of a company, and he was sent to the camp at Mobile, 
Ala., where he remained until June 5, 1898. He sailed 
from Tampa July 22, 1898, on the transport Mohawk 
for Porto Rico, and was highly commended as the com- 


mander of an advance guard in the engagement at | 


Hormigueros on Aug. 10, 1898, and again while com- 
manding a battalion in an engagement near Las Marias 
Aug. 13. He was promoted to lieutenant colonel of the 
14th Infantry in May. 1902, and in October of that year 
he was transferred to the 10th Infantry. He was detailed 
as an assistant adjutant general on Feb. 4, 1905, and was 
promoted colonel of the 25th Infantry Dec. 5, 1906. He 
recently returned from a tour of duty in the Philippines. 
where he served as Governor in the Moro country, and 
was later at Fort Lawton, Wash. ITis last duty was 
in command of the Tth Brigade, with headquarters at 
Vancouver Barracks, Wash. He became brigadier gen- 
eral March 18, 1910, by the retirement of Morton, and 
stands No. 6 on the list. 

Col. Eli D. Hoyle, 2d U.S. Field Art., appointed 
brigadier general from Sept. 24, 1915, vice Maus, re- 
tired Aug. 20. 1913, was born in Georgia Jan. 19. 1851, 
and is a graduate of the U.S.M.A., class of 1875. He 
was assigned after graduation as second lieutenant to 
the 2d Artillery, and was ordered to the U.S.M.A. as 
assistant instructor of Artillery tactics during July and 
August, 1875. Subsequent service included duties at 
Fort Macon, N.C.; Lancaster and Columbia, S.C. ; 
Washington Arsenal, D.C., and Fort McHenry, Md., to 
July, 1877. He was on duty in suppressing railroad 
disturbances in West Virginia, Maryland and VPennsyl- 
vania in 1877; was on frontier duty at San Antonio, 
Texas, Dec. 12, 1877, to April 19, 1878, and then served 
at other posts in the South to Jan. 10, 1882, when he 
wert to West Point, N.Y., as adjutant of the U.S.M.A., 
where he remained until Aug. 1, 1885, next going to 
St. Augustine, Fla. He was promoted first lieutenant, 
2d Artillery, Oct. ZS, 1883, and was regimental adjutant 
from March, 1885, to Oct. 9, 1889. After serving at 
Huntsville, Ala.; Fort Barrancas, Fla.; St. Augustine, 
Fla..: Fort Adams. R.I. and Fort Riley, Kas., to June, 
1896, he went to Fort Schuyler, N.Y. He accepted an 
appointment as major and Chief of Ordnance of U.S. 
Volunteers July 18, 1898, and was assigned to duty 
with the Ist Division. Ist Corps. He took part in the 
Porto Rico campaign with General Wilson’s column, 
and was in the engagement of Coamo, Aug. {, 1898. 
He was acting inspector general, Ist Division, Ist Corps, 
Aug. 12 to Sept. 15, 1898; was chief ordnance officer, 
3d Division, 2d Corps, Oct. 28, 1898, to Jan. 27, 1899, 
and chief ordnance officer and provo marshal, General 
Department of Matanzas, Cuba, Feb. 2 to April, 1899. 
He was promoted captain, Ist U.S. Artillery, Sept. 15, 
1898. He was in command of Fort Barrancas, Fla., 
from Aug. 30. 1899, to August, 1900, when he was 
assigned to duty at headquarters, Department of the 
East, as assistant inspector general, to October, 1902. 
He was promoted major. Artillery Corps, Aug. 10, 1905, 
and subsequent duties included duty at Fort Myer. 
Washington and Fort Riley, the presidency of the board 
for the preparation of drill regulations for the 3-inch 
rapid-fire field gun, and the presidency of the Field 
Artillery Board. He was promoted lieutenant colonel, 
Artillery Corps, Jan. 25, 1907; was in command of the 
recruit depot and post of Fort Slocum, and later the 
6th Artillery. He was for a time in temporary com- 
mand of the Central Department, with headquarters at 
Chicago, Ill, and was transferred to the 2d Artillery 
in the summer of 1913, going to the Philippines for 
service with that command. 

Col. Charles J. Bailey, Coast Art. Corps, U.S.A.., 
appointed brigadier general from Oct. 10, 1913, vice 
Hoyt, to be retired from Oct. 9, 1915, was born in 
Pennsylvania June 21, 1859. He is a graduate of the 
U.S.M.A.. class of 1880, when he was promoted in the 
Army to second lieutenant, 1st Artillery. His first 
service was at Fort Adams, R.I., and he subsequently 
served at forts on the Pacific coast and in the South 
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and East, and was on detached service at Duck Valley 
Indian Reservation Aug. 16 to Oct. 20, 1883. He served 
as regimental quartermaster from 1891 to 1895, and 
was for a time on duty at the University of Vermont 
as professor of military science and tactics. He reached 
the grade of captain, 7th Artillery, March 2, 1899; was 
on duty at the Sandy Hook Proving Ground in 1902, 
and was on duty at Fort Totten, N.Y., and on the 
Torpedo Board to November, 1904. He served as presi- 
dent of the Artillery Board to March, 1906. His next 
duty was as a member of the General Staff and Secre- 
tary of the War College, and this duty was followed by 
his assignment to duty in the office of the Chief of 
Coast Artillery and to duty at Fort Worden, Wash., 
being in command of the Puget Sound Coast Artillery 
District. He reached the grade of major, Coast Artil- 
lery, June 11, 1905, and lieutenant colonel, Coast Artil- 
lery, Sept. 1, 1908. He is a graduate of the Artillery 
School, class of 1888. 

Med. Inspr. James G. Field, U.S.N., an extra number 
in his grade, and Med. Inspr. George Pickrell, U.S.N., 
his immediate junior, are promoted medical directors 
from Sept. 30, 1913, by the retirement of Med. Dir. 
Phillips A. Lovering on Sept. 29. Medical Director 
Field was born in Albemarle county, Va., Nov. 13, 1862. 
He attended Richmond College and later the Virginia 
Medical College at Richmond, by which the degree of 
M.D. was conferred on him April, 1885, after which he 
took a post-graduate course in medicine at New York, 
and was commissioned an assistant surgeon in the Navy 
May 23, 1887. Among other duties he was in the U.S.S. 
Swatara in South America, South Africa, Madagascar, 
Mozambique, Zanzibar, Malay Peninsular, China, Korea 
and Japan. In June of 1890 he went as medical officer 
of a battalion sent into the interior of Korea to protect 
foreign and American interests from a threatened up- 
rising of the natives. Detached from the Swatara Aug. 
14, 1890, Dr. Field was ordered to the Alliance, and 
went as medical officer to the relief of American mis- 
sionaries in the Caroline Islands, where a state of war 
existed. He served in the Alliance and Omaha to 
June 24, 1891. Dr. Field’s promotion to the rank of 
passed assistant surgeon was due May 235, 1890, but was 
not given him on account of the fact that he was on a 
foreign station. While on his way home on the Omaha 
he was taken ill with pneumonia, which was followed 
by slight hemorrhages, with the result that on arrival 
in the United States, instead of being given examination 
for promotion, he was urged to take and was given a 
year’s sick leave, at the end of which he was rejected 
physically and retired as an assistant surgeon, without 
being given the rank and difference in pay which had 
been due him for two years. Finding all protests 
against this rejection vain, Dr. Field went to Denver 
and took up the practice of his profession and was very 
suecessful therein. When war was declared between 
the United States and Spain in April, 1898, he was 
immediately ordered into active service, and when the 
war was ended was again taken from the active list 
and returned to Denver. Finding his practice destroyed 
he commenced to build up another, when in 1905 Congress 
enacted a bill which restored him to the active list as 
an additional number in his grade. Since his return to 
the active list permanently Dr. Field has been on the 
Bennington, Solace, Celtic, Washington, ete., and has 
rendered service in Mexican, Central American, South 
American, Alaskan, Japanese and Chinese waters and 
those of the Philippine and Admiralty Islands. He 
performed shore duty in the Bureau of Medicine and 
Surgery, Navy Department; Philadelphia and Norfolk 
Navy Yards, Philadelphia Naval Hospital; located U.S. 
Naval Hospital at Las Animas, Colo., for tubercular 
cases of the Navy. He was senior medical officer, Naval 
Training Station, San Francisco, where he superintended 
the completion and equipment of the new dispensary 
building; made inspection of and report on all the build- 
ings under control of the Navy in Washington as bearing 
on the subject of tuberculosis; has done recruiting duty 
in various parts of the United States; has been in com- 
mand of the U.S. Naval Hospital, Great Lakes, Ill.; the 
U.S. Naval Hospital, Newport, R.I., and is now in com- 
mand of the U.S. Naval Hospital, Annapolis, Md. Dr. 
Field is at this date the senior medical inspector in his 
corps, and has to his credit twenty-six years and four 
months of service in the Medical Corps of the Navy. 

Med. Dir. George Pickrell is a native of Virginia and 
was born Jan. 24, 1862. He has had eleven years and 
seven months sea service and some thirteen years shore 
duty to his credit. He entered the Navy as assistant 
surgeon January, 1888, and has served aboard the fol- 
lowing ships: Ossipee, Newark, scout cruiser Yale dur- 
ing war with Spain, Monterey, Vermont, Buffalo, Balti- 
more, Texas and Iowa. He was attending physician 
to officers and their families in Washington, and has 
had command of the U.S. hospitals at Cavite, P.I., San 
Juan, P.R.. Annapolis, Md.. hospital ship Solace and 
was again in command of the U.S. Naval Hospital at 
Annapolis. He is now in command of the U.S. Naval 
Hospital, Norfolk, Va. 

Lieut. Col. John TD. Barrette, Coast Art. Corps, 
U.S.A., te be colonel from Sept. 21, 1915, vice Lewis, 
retired Sept. 20, was born in Louisiana May 14, 1862, 
and is a graduate of the U.S.M.A., class of 1885, when 
he was promoted in the Army second lieutenant, 3d 
Artillery.

RECENT DEATHS. 

Brig. Gen. Edward Moale, U.S.A., retired, a veteran 
of the Civil, Indian and Spanish-American Wars, died 
at his home in San Francisco, Cal., of pneumonia, Sept. 
27, 1918. He was born in Maryland Jan. 29, 1840, and 
was appointed first lieutenant in the 19th Infantry in 
May, 1861. He became a captain in September, 1864, 
and lieutenant colonel and A.A.G. of Volunteers in 
March, 1865. He was transferred to the 37th Infantry 
in 1866 and to the 3d Infantry in 1869. He was pro- 
moted major, 1st Infantry, in 1887; lieutenant colonel, 
3d Infantry, in 1891; colonel of the 15th Infantry in 
1897, and was retired at his own request in 1902, after 
forty years of service. He was advanced to the rank 
of brigadier general, retired, by the Act of April 23, 
1894. General Moale was awarded three brevets, viz., 
major, Dec. 2, 1864, for gallant and distinguished serv- 
ices in the battle of Spottsylvania and during the cam- 
paign before Richmond ; lieutenant colonel, April 2, 1865, 
for gallant and meritorious services in front of Peters- 
burg, and colonel of Volunteers for gallant and meri- 
torious services during the war. During the Civil War 
General Moale was in the field with the Army of the 
Potomac, and participated in its various campaigns, 
terminating with the surrender of Lee. After the war 
General Moale was, among other duties, in command 
of General Hancock’s headquarters guard in his Indian 
expedition of 1867, and was on frontier duty in several 
departments from 1867 to 1890. 

Professor of Mathematics John R. Eastman, U.S.N., 
retired, who held the rank of rear admiral, died at Ports- 
mouth, N.H., Sept. 26, 1913. He stood among the front 
rank of astronomers, and was born at Andover, N.H., 
July 29, 18386. He was graduated from Dartmouth 
College in 1862, and was appointed in the Navy Feb. 
17, 1865, retiring July 29, 1898, for age, after nearly 
thirty-four years’ duty on the active list. He received 
the degree of Ph.D. from Vartmouth in 1877. He applied 
himself most diligently to observation and research, and 
since 1862 he had been. engaged in astronomical work 
of far-reaching consequence. Professor Eastman pre- 
pared and edited the second Washington Star catalogue, 
which coutains the results of nearly 80,000 observations 
made at the U.S. Naval Observatory from 1866 to 1891. 
He observed eclipses at various points in this country 
and abroad. For a Jong period he was identified with 
the Naval Observatory at Washington, and from 1874 
to 1891 he was in charge of the Meridian circle work. 
As a scientific observer and computer he attained 
eminence, and his work reflected marked credit upon the 
naval service. Among the places of distinction which 
he filled was that of the first president of the Washing- 
ton Academy of Sciences and that of president of the 
Cosmos Club at Washington. He was of the Salisbury 
(Mass.) family of Eastman, which has numbered many 
distinguished descendants, among them Daniel Webster. 

Mrs. Sarah H. Dyer, mother of Lieut. Horace T. 
Dyer, U.S.N., died at St. Paul, Minn., Sept. 23, 1913. 

Mr. Robert A. Lovell, son of the late Bvt. Brig. Gen. 
Charles S. Lovell, U.S.A., died at Washington, D.C., 
Sept. 20, 1913. 

Mrs. Mary FE. H. Mense, mother of Mrs. Cole, wife 
of Lieut. Haydn S. Cole, U.S.A., retired, died at St. 
Paul, Minn., Sept. 21, 1913. 

Senior Capt. Alfred B. Davis, U.S.R.C.S., retired, 
died in Chicago, Ill, Oct. 1, 1913. During the Civil 
War he was an officer of the Revenue Cutter Service, 
co-operating with the Navy, and was retired April 12, 
1902, on account of the age limit. 

Mrs. Mary C. Jones, sixty-eight years old, sister of 
Brig. Gen. Tasker H. Bliss, U.S.A., and widow of 
Jonathan Jones, for years professor of Biblical inter- 
pretation in Crozer Theological Seminary, died at Potts- 
town, Pua., Sept. 29, 1918. Jonathan Jones, assistant 
engineer of bridges in Philadelphia, and Miss Mary Jones, 
for several years a teacher in the Chester High School, 
are among her children. 

Mrs. Margaretta Falconer Biddle Porter, widow of 
Brig. Gen. Andrew Porter, and mother of Lieut. Col. 
John Biddle Porter, U.S.A., died at her home in Wash- 
ington, D.C., Sept. 26, 1918. She was eighty-three years 
old, and a member of the Biddle family of Michigan, 
which gave several officers to the U.S. Army. She was 
a daughter of the late Major John Biddle, U.S.A., who 
was in the Inspector General’s Department from 1817 
until 1821, and territorial delegate in Congress from 
Michigan from 1829 until 1831. 

Lady Molesworth, who was stung on the jugular vein 
hy a wasp at her home, Trewarthenick, Cornwall, Eng- 
land, Sept. 26; 1913, and died twenty minutes later, was 
a daughter of Gen. Danie! M. Frost, formerly an officer 
of the U.S. Army, who resigned in 1853 while holding 
the rank of first lieutenant. Lady Molesworth, née Jane 
Graham Frost, was married to Sir Lewis Molesworth, 
Bart., in 1875, end was one of the first American ladies 
to appear in London society. 

Winifred Paine Watrous, the seven-months-old daugh- 
ter of Paymr. and Mrs. Frank T. Watrous, U.S.N., died 
at Guam Aug. 6, 1913, with entercolitis. “Little Wini- 
fred,” says the Guam News Letter, “had made a brave 
and gallant fight for life for some ten days, -but 
Providence willed otherwise, and in spite of every effort 
and care her spirit tock its flight and winged its way 


to the God who gave it. The funeral ceremonies were 
held at the residence at five p.m. Aug. 5, conducted by 
Rev. A. U. Logan, and the interment was in the Govern- 
ment House Vault until a later transfer to the United 
States, Little Winifred’s death cast a gloom over the 
entire community.”

DEATH OF GENERAL GILLESPIE. 

Major Gen. George L. Gillespie, U.S.A., retired, a 
noted military engineer and among the most distin- 
guished officers of the Civil War, died suddenly at his 
summer home at Saratoga Springs, N.Y., of gastritis. Not 
only in military life was General Gillespie distinguished, 
but also in great improvements in various harbors, in- 
cluding New York. General Gillespie was the holder of 
a Congressional medal of honor, awarded for most | 
distinguished gallantry in action near Bethesda Church, 
Va., May 31, 1864. He went through the enemy’s lines 
to communicate with General Sheridan and verify his 
presence; was seized as a prisoner, but escaped. He 
was again ordered to surrender but dashed away 
under fire, reached General Sheridan’s command, and 
thence immediately returned to General Meade with 
very valuable information. This was while serving 
as a first lieutenant, Corps of Engineers. He was also 
awarded the brevet of major Aug. 1, 1864, for gallant 
and meritorious services during the campaign before 
Richmond, Va., and the brevet of lieutenant colonel April 
9, 1865, for gallant and meritorious services in the 
campaign from Winchester, Va., to Appomattox Court 
House, Va. General Gillespie was born in Kingston, 
Tenn., Oct. 7, 1841. He became a cadet at the U.S.M.A. 
in 1858, and was graduated No. 2 in the class of June 
Et 1862, being assigned as a second lieutenant to the 
Corps of Engineers. Among the many services of Gen- 
eral Gillespie were the following: 

In August, 1862, he was assigned as assistant to the 
chief enginecr at headquarters of the Army of the 
Potomac, in command of the Engineer troops. During 
his two months’ assignment at this post he rendered 
valuable assistance as a builder of bridges and entrench- 
ments. At the conclusion of the Maryland campaign; 
in the fall of 1862, he was sent to Harper’s Ferry, where 
he paved the way for the advance of the Army into 
Virginia by the building of pontoon bridges at the ferry 
and at Berlin, Md. He also directed the construction 
of fortifications at Harper’s Ferry. After service in the 
Rappahannock campaign he was promoted to the rank 
of first lieutenant in March, 1863. On April 22, 1864, 
Lieutenant Gillespie was promoted to the rank of captain 
and received a Congressional medal of honor for distin- 
guished services at the capture of Cold Harbor. In 
August, 1564, for gallant and meritorious services ren- 
dered during the campaign he received his brevet as 
major. From October, 1864, to the close of the war 
he was chief engineer of the Army of the Shenandoah, 
and took part in all battles of the campaigns of Major 
Gen. Phil Sheridan. He was present at the surrender 
of General Lee’s army at Appomattox. From May, 
1865, to August, 1867, he was assigned as chief engineer 
of the Department of the Gulf, 5th Military District, 
which included Louisiana and Texas. Then, in turn, he 
was stationed at Boston, Mass.; Portsmouth, N.H., and 
Buffalo, N.Y., at which places he had charge of the 
construction of fortifications, harbor improvements and 
lighthouses. 

After a fourteem months’ absence in Europe in 1877 
and 1878 he*was sent to Oregon, where he had charge 
of the first work projected for the improvement ,of the 
rivers and harbors along that part of the Pacifie coast. 

Transferred to New York in 1881, he had charge of 
the harbor improvements, fortifications and lighthouses 
at points along the Atlantic seaboard. He was promoted 
to the rank of lieutenant colonel in October, 1886. It 
was due to his work during this time that New York’s 
harbor became one of the finest in the world. 

During succeeding years he served as a member of 
various important advisory boards. In April, 1894, he 
was appointed by President Cleveland a delegate to the 
Sixth International Congress of Engineers at The Hague. 
In October, 1895, he became a colonel, and in February, 
1897, was assigned as division engineer, Northeast 
Division. Two months later he was appointed a member 
of the Lighthouse Board. 

During the war with Spain he served as a brigadier 
general of Volunteers, and was in commend of the De- 
partment of the East from June 30 to Oct. 4, 1898, 
while brigadier general of Volunteers. He was a member 
of the board appointed to examine the allegations made 
by General Miles in 1899 relative to unfit food furnished 
the Army in the Spanish War, and was also a member 
of the board to visit Porto Rico to designate the part of 
the Crown Lands specified in the treaty of peace with 
Spain to be set apart for military and naval use. He 
was appointed brigadier general and Chief of Engineers, 
U.S.A., in May, 1901. General Gillespie also served as 
Acting Secretary of War in 1901, and was in charge 
of the military ceremonies at Washington, D.C., inci- 
dent to the receipt of and the burial of the remains of 
President McKinley. He was appointed major general, 
U.S.A., Jan. 28. 1904, became a member of the General 
Staff and of the War College Board and the Joint 
Board of the Army and Navy. ete., and was master of 
ceremonies on the oceasion of the unveiling of the statue 
of Frederick the Great in Washington in 1904, General 
Gillespie was placed on the retired list at his own 
request after forty years’ service June 17, 1905. He 
married Miss Rhobie McMaster, of Ballston, Saratoga 
county, N.Y. Their children are Mr. Robert McMaster 
Gillespie, lawyer, of New York, and Mr. Lawrence L. 
Gillespie, banker, also of New York. 

The remains of the General were interred at West 
Point, N.Y., with full military honors on Sept. 29, the 
funeral services being conducted by the Rev. Harry 
Plum. The pallbearers were Messrs. Amos R. Eno, 
Wharton Meehan. Roland W. Smith and Comdr. Antoine 
R. MeNair. U.S.N. The body was accompanied to West 
Point by Mrs. Gillespie and her two sons, Lawrence and 
Robert Gillespie, and by the Misses Genevieve and Sarah 
W. Putnam, cousins of Mrs. Gillespie. The battalion 
of cadets paraded and all the officers and detachments. 
The service was conducted at the chapel by Post 
Chaplain Horace P. Silver and the Rev. Roland Cotton 
Smith, of Washington, D.C.. pastor of St. John’s 
Protestant Episcopal Church, of which General Gillespie 
was a vestryman.

Rear Admiral Clifford J. Boush, U.S.N., a member 
of the Naval Examining and Retiring Boards, was 
selected on Sept. 30 to command the Third Division of 
the Atlantic Fleet, to succeed Rear Admiral Nathaniel

About the only new construction called for in the 
Army estimates to be submitted to Congress will be for 
Cavalry posts on the Mexican border. Fort Bliss, Fort 
Huachuca and San Antonio are to be enlarged so as 
to accommodate four regiments of Cavalry. It is the 
evident policy of the State Department to keep a patrol 
on the Mexican border. Diplomats do not expect to 
see stable conditions in Mexico for years to come, and 
troops will be needed on the border for ten or fifteen 
years at least.

The Signal Corps is now engaged in revising the cable 
code for the Army. A proposition is under considera- 
tion for the adoption of a similar system of inserting 
in the Army List and Directory, opposite each officer’s 
name, signal numbers like those which appear in the 
Navy and Marine Corps Register. The revision of the 
cable cole is made necessary on account of the change 
of the cede of the telegraph and signal company. 
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HOW TO PAY FOR OUR ARMY AND NAVY. 


The world renowned statistician, Edward Atkinson, 
of Massachusetts, who was in charge of the Food 
Products Division of the census of 1890 when the popu- 
lation of the United. States was only sixty-two millions, 
if he were alive to-day, would doubtless smile at the 
tremendous excitement that the peace faddists lash 
themselves into when they consider the “financial burden” 
of keeping up the Navy of the United States each year. 
Mr. Atkinson found that the one greatest single bill 
paid by the Americans annually was for food, which 
amounted to five billion dollars. Of this staggering 
total he estimated that twenty per cent., or one billion 
dollars’ worth of food, was spoiled in cooking and ren- 
dered worse than useless as food, mainly by reason of 
the excessive temperatures of the ordinary cooking range 
used by the American housewives. Adding half of that 
total to keep up with the increase of population since 
then we have one billion and a half thus lost annually 
through pure waste in this one item. Owing to the 
wanton destruction by pot-hunters of insectivorous birds, 
insects are multiplied to such an extent that the annual 
cost of. their ravages in forest, field and orchard is esti- 
mated at eight hundred millions. 

These figures of loss through bird destruction do not 
represent the total damage done by such killing, for 
many of the birds destroyed are enemies of the mosquito, 
and by the elimination of that insect the results of 
disease through malaria might be materially reduced, 
to the advantage of the productive energies of the coun- 
try. The annual tax imposed upon the people of the 
United States through the neglect to establish a suitable 
system of wagon-roads has been estimated at about five 
hundred million dollars, a “mud tax,” as someone has 
called it. The ARMy AND NAvy JouRNAL has often 
called attention to the losses through preventable fires. 
These have been fixed by insurance experts as amount- 
ing to two hundred and fifty millions a year. The 
ravages of rats and other rodents each year, which are 
largely preventable, as has been shown by the ridding 
of cities of rats when they were threatened by rat-spread 
plague, aggregate some two hundred millions of dollars. 
The typhoid fly, which comes within the scope of exter- 
mination possibilities, causes a loss annually of one 
hundred millions, sufficient to pay for the Army, which 
has shown how to prevent this waste. 

Adding up these huge sums, we find that the total 
is three billion two hundréd and fifty million dollars, 
or over three times the total annual appropriations by 
Congress. Placing the cost of a super-Dreadnought of 
the U.S.S. Florida type at ten million dollars, this huge 
loss would amount to the cost of at least 325 battle- 
ships of the latest design. Such economy is not possible, 
but that the saving in the annual food bill could be 
effected by the proper teaching of domestic economy 
in the public schools was the contention of Mr. Atkinson. 
What a nation can do in the matter of saving when it 
is put to it was shown by the paying off of the war 
indemnity by France after the war with Prussia in 
1870. This indemnity reached the staggering total of 
five billion franes, or one billion dollars. Exhausted 
by the disastrous war with the Prussians and by the 
conflict with the Communists which convulsed France 
and threatened to destroy republican government, the 
French people, however, by an economy and frugality 
which surprised the world, paid off the whole indemnity 
by September, 1873, although the treaty of peace was 
not ratified till March 1, 1871. 

Thus in two years and a half France, to rid herself 
of the presence of German troops, paid off as large a sum 
as the total appropriated each year by the United States 
Congress for the entire expenses of our Government. 
And she did this without defaulting in any of her 
national obligations, so that from that time till now 
her bonds have ranked in the financial world with those 
of any other nation. A single instance may be given 
of the care with which the French wetch every avenue of 
waste. A traveler once wheeling along a beautiful road 
in France saw trimmers busy under official direction 
on the trees that fringed the road. Every branch or 
part of a branch that fell to the road was carefully 
gathered up and carried away. “Where is all that 
refuse dumped?” the traveler asked. “It is not thrown 
away,” was the reply. “Certain peasants obtain the 
right to collect these bits of wood as they fall from 
the trees, and they carry them home for firewood.” The 
thought came to the American traveler then what things 
could be accomplished in the rich United States if such 
frugality took the place of the general wanton wasteful- 
ness. 

But little is heard from the “reformers” of this annual 
525-battleship burden upon the people in the form 
of waste. To fight waste is not so spectacular as to 
figit Mars. Hence reformers to whom notoriety is as 
the breath of their nostrils find an easier avenue to 
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newspaper notice by breaking a lance with the God of 
War than in dealing with the dry and non-spectacular 
subject of waste. Can one imagine the fire-eating Dr. 
David Starr Jordan, who takes a meal out of Mars every 
day, devoting his reformative talents to educating the 
American people how to get rid of rats, or Mr. Carnegie 
giving ten million dollars to establish a school for 
teaching economy in the preparation of food? Too 
many 2f the reformers of to-day. are seeking the spotlight 
of daily newspaper mention to expect that they will 
forsake their theatrical assaults upon a possible enemy 
for the more modest but far more beneficial crusades 
against the many forms of waste that are daily And 
hourly eating the heart out of the material resources 
of the United States.

THE MILITIA PAY BILL. 


It is evident from the reports submitted by the legis- 
lative committee of the National Guard Association, by 
the National Militia Board and the comments of the 
Army War College on the Militia Pay bill that the 
Chicago meeting of the National Guard Association is 
going to be a very interesting one. The Militia Pay 
bill, which appears on another page, will, of course, be 
the chief subject for discussion. The War Department 
and representatives of the National Guard are agreed 
that some way should be found for Federal pay for the 
Guard, but when it comes to details there is a wide 
difference of opinion not only between the officers of 
the Organized Militia and the War Department, but 
officers of the Guard themselves are not agreed upon all 
the terms of the proposed bill. Neither are the Army 
officers of one opinion as to how the project of making 
the Militia a more efficient and dependable military 
force can best be carried out. 

The troublesome provision of the Constitution which 
makes Organized Militia available only for domestic 
service is again in the way. It is acknowledged both 
by National Guard officers and the War Department 
that the Federal Government should not pay the Militia 
unless it is to be depended upon to serve in a foreign 
war. So far as that is concerned, most of the members 
of the Guard were of the opinion that they could be 
called out by the President in event of war until the 
recent cpinion by the Attorney General appeared ; this, 
however, does not make law. 

The advocates of the Militia Pay bill realize that they 
cannot expect to have it enacted into law unless they 
can go before Congress with the assurance that the 
Federal Government will get what it pays for in the 
way of a second line of defense. As a matter of fact, 
many economists in Congress are looking for an excuse 
to oppose any measure that takes money out of the 
Treasury. This element is just strong enough in 
the Senate and House to defeat the Militia Pay bill if 
it does not in specific terms make the National Guard 
available for foreign service. It must also be provided 
that the War Department authorities have the power 
to fix standards of efficiency, so that it will not be 
simply a case of signing the pay roll to draw money 
from the Federal Government as a member of the Or- 
ganized Militia. ‘There are a number of other details 
to be worked out, but there are the most important and 
must be considered at the Chicago meeting.

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OUR ARMY IN ALASKA. 


The proposal to withdraw the troops from Alaska, 
which will again be before the War Department this 
winter, will meet with strenuous opposition both from 
the people living in the territory and the friends of our 
northern possessions. If we should ever have a war with 
Japan or any other nation on the Pacific it is claimed 
that Alaska will be the first prize that the enemy will 
seek, Alaskans claim that Japan would not waste her 
strength on the Philippines, but would seek to take 
possession of Alaska and establish a base there from 
which to operate against the States. Parts of Alaska, 
it is stated, are not very far from the northern route 
between the United States and Japan. It is no secret 
that representatives of the Japanese government have 
frequently visited Alaska and that it is an attractive 
prize to that country on account of its immense mineral 
resources. T'o the suggestion that the present force is 
insufficient to resist any attempt to capture Alaska it 
is urged that it would be a nucleus around which to 
organize a volunteer force of the inhabitants of Alaska. 
But it is claimed by ex-Governor Walter Clark, of 
Alaska, that the greatest value of maintaining troops 
in Alaska is the training of officers and men for service 
in the territory. He thinks that it would be of in- 
estimable value to have officers and men in the Army 
who had service in the territory if there should be any 
military operations in Alaska. “I do not pose as a 
military expert,” says ex-Governor Clark, “but I was 
in Alaska long enough to be convinced that officers to 
be of any service in event of war should be acquainted 
with conditions of the country. I think it is a splendid 
plan to have as many officers as possible do tours of 
duty in Alaska so that they will be available for service 
in event that they are called upon to command troops 
in the territory. As a police force the Army is far more 
satisfactory than any territorial force that could be 
organized. It can handle the situation better in Alaska 
than a force like the Canadian Mounted Police. The 
Army is popular in Alaska, while this cannot be said 
of the mounted police in the Yukon district of Canada. 
In Alaska they think more of the Army than they do 
in the United States. It adds much. to the social life of 
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the territory, and I do not believe that there has ever 
been any complaint of the treatment of enlisted men 


in the territory.” oP: : 
Assistant Secretary of War Breckinridge and Major 


Charles McK. Saltzman, of the Signal Corps, have been 
detailed to discuss with the Post Office Department the 
proposal of the War Department that the former take 
over the Alaska cable, telegraph and wireless system, 
now operated by the Signal Corps. The War Depart- 
ment has in Alsaka and between there and the main 
territory of the United States a total of about 3,600 
miles of cable and telegraph land lines, and ten radio 
stations. Established in 1900 for military purposes, 
the Alaskan system has grown into an extensive chain 
of communications used largely for commercial purposes. 
The War Department now feels that the Army should 
be relieved of the burden of the maintenance and opera- 
tion of this system, owing to the changed conditions in 
Alaska and the diminution of the military necessities. 
The system requires about 200 enlisted men and five 
or six officers all the year round, and it is the desire 
of the War Department that this personnel be relieved 
from this work for duties of a purely military character. 
The War Department’s proposal will require an act of 
Congress if it is favorably received by the Postmaster 
General.

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As the result of action taken on Sept. 30 the House 
Naval Affairs Committee indefinitely postponed its 
Pacific coast trip, because of a misunderstanding as to 
what fund the expenses of the trip was to be charged. 
The Secretary of the Navy was under the impression 
that the committee had provided for the expenses by a 
special appropriation, while Chairman Padgett proposed 
that they should be paid from the contingent fund of the 
Navy. When the Secretary was informed that the 
committee expected to draw upon the Navy Department 
for the expenses he advised Chairman Padgett that he 
did not think that the Navy should be called upon to 
expend from eight to twelve thousand dollars in trans- 
porting the committee, as much as he desired the com- 
mittee to inspect all of the navy yards. However, two 
members of the committee, Representatives E. W. 
Roberts, of Massachusetts, and F. A. Britten, of Illinois, 
will visit the Pacific coast yards and may extend the 
trip to the Southern yards. They will pay their own 
expenses, and have writen to Secretary Daniels asking 
him for a letter of introduction to the commandants 
of the yards. ‘‘As far as I am concerned,” said Mr. 
Britten, “I do not propose to vote for large appropria- 
tions for navy yards without personally inspecting them. 
I believe in modern and scientifically managed navy 
yards, but ,I think Congress should guard carefully 
against useless expenses upon shore stations. After all, 
it is the fleet that we are trying to build up, and we 
should reduce our expenses on shore to a minimum. 
By that I do not believe that the yards should be crippled 
so that the fleet cannot be maintained economically. 
The navy yard question would be one of the most difficult 
problems that the committee will be called upon to solve, 
and I am just interested enough in it to pay my own 
expenses on a trip to the coast to look over the situation 
there. I regret that a way could not be found by which 
all of the members of the committee could complete 
the inspection of the navy yards.” Mr. Britten is a 
large contractor and is in every way competent to deter- 
mine the needs of the various yards. Mr. Roberts is 
one of the veteran members of the committee and has 
always taken an active interest in the Navy. Although 
their itinerary is not decided, Messrs. Britten and Roberts 
will probably leave Washington on Nov. 1. Their first 
stop will be at the Great Lakes Training Station near 
Chicago. From there they go by the northern route to 
Seattle, and will come down the coast to San Francisco, 
visiting all the yards on the Pacific coast. On the 
return, they will stop at New Orleans, Pensacola 
Charleston and other Atlantic coast stations as far 
north as Norfolk. They will thus have completed an 
inspection of all of the shore stations of the Navy. 
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With a view to ascertaining whether there is a better 
way of handling the efficiency records of officers, the 
General Staff is conducting a very thorough investiga- 
tion of the subject. All of the military attachés have 
been asked to report upon the methods employed by 
the armies of other nations in handling efficiency records, 
and the War College will also devote considerable atten- 
tion to the subject. The Chief of Staff has directed 
that the various divisions of the General Staff make 
an annual examination of the efficiency records of the 
officers in the arm of the Service which they represent. 
For instance, the Cavalry division, is to go over the effi- 
ciency records in the mounted service; the Infantry 
division the records of the officers in the Infantry arm; 
the Field Artillery, the officers in this arm; and the 
Coast Artillery those of that corps. In conducting a 
preliminary examination along this line mistakes in the 
efficiency record of officers have been discovered. For 
instance, parts of the record made by officers have found 
their way into the records of other officers of the same 
name or of similar names. This is not the most serious 
objection to the present system of keeping efficiency 
records. Up to the inauguration of the scheme of review- 
ing the records by the General Staff they were kept 
in The Adjutant General’s Department, where no one 
was permitted to examine them excepting in the case 
of court-martial or examinations for promotion. Officers 
had never been. permitted to examine their own records. 
There has been a feeling throughout the Army that this 
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is an injustice to those who are most vitally concerned. 
The efficiency record of an officer is his most precious 
possession, and it has been argued that some system 
should be devised by which he would have at least an 
intimation of what the records of the War Department 
show concerning his career in the Army. It is stated 
that in some armies officers are allowed at certain 
intervals to examine their record or a transcript of it is 
forwarded to them. The General Staff is determined 
to go into the subject with great care and see what 
can be done to bring about a reform in handling these 
precious records. ,

Considerable surprise is expressed at the headquarters 
of the Quartermaster Corps at the small number of 
applications from soldiers who desire to take the exami- 
nation for Quartermaster Corps, U.S.A., to be held next 
February. Although the eligible list from which these 
appointments are made will probably be exhausted prior 
to the time of holding the examination, only twenty-five 
applications have been received. G.O. 43, W.D., March 
10, 1909, setting forth the scope of the examination, 
was issued prior to the consolidation of the bureaus 
which new form the Quartermaster Corps, so that where 
reference is made to Commissary General: and Quarter- 
master General the order should be Chief of Quarter- 
master Corps, and the manual of the staff departments 
include pay and subsistence. A soldier to be eligible 
should be a sergeant of the line, a non-commissioned 
officer for three years and with five years’ service, as 
set forth in Bulletin No. 1, Jan. 20, 1913, on page 31. 
The Chief of the Quartermaster Corps is looking for 
non-commissioned officers whose character and education 
fits them to take charge of public property and to act 
as clerks and assistants to post and other quarter- 
masters. To obtain the required number of this class 
of non-commissioned officers at least two hundred 
soldiers should take the examination.

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The Senate Committee on Military Affairs at a meet- 
ing held Oct. 2 voted to report favorably on all nomi- 
nations pending before it excepting those of Brigadier 
Generals Hoyle and Bailey and Major Lord. Among 
the nominations included on the list are Brig. Gen. 
Henry G. Sharpe, who was renominated to succeed 
himself in the Quartermaster Corps, and Colonel King- 
man to be Chief of Engineers. While there is no per- 
sonal objection to Generals Hoyle and Bailey, some of 
the members of the committee objected to their confirma- 
tion because the last three promotions to brigadier 
general have been from the Artillery. One of the 
members of the committee expresses the opinion that 
brigadier generals for the mobile Army should not be 
selected from the Coast Artillery Corps, insisting that 
it gets its share of general officers in having a brigadier 
general at the head of the corps. A majority of the 
committee is still insisting that the nomination of Major 
Lord should be withdrawn. Major Ray has not yet 
been calied before the committee to testify, but he 
probably will be before Congress adjourns for the special 
session. 


_— 
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Chairman Hay, of the House Military Affairs Com- 
mittee, is laying plans by which the Army Appropriation 
bill will be reported to the House before the holidays. 
If Congress does not adjourn soon he may hold some 
hearings on the Appropriation bill during the special 
session. Evidently Chairman Hay realizes that the term 
of enlistment is quite an important question which 
must be dealt with at the next session and is anxious 
to take it up as soon as possible. It is understood that 
he intends to conduct very extensive hearings and go 
into the question with great care. Despite the state- 
ments to the contrary, the Chairman and the Secretary 
of War are working harmoniously in shaping up the 
estimates and the legislative program for the next ses- 
sion. Of course, they do not agree on all questions. 
No two men with such positive views ever agreed on all 
questions, but they are both in the frame of mind which 
will result in the passage of important legislation at 
the approaching session. 








There is talk in the Senate Committee on Military 
Affairs of calling for a report on the physical condition 
of Army officers whose nominations have been sent to 
the Capitol by the President. A number of the mem- 
bers of the committee are opposed to the promotion of 
an officer just before his retirement on account of 
physical disabilities. The committee has the right to 
take this action if it desires, and several influential 
members are advocating the adoption of such a policy. 
This, it is said, should apply to officers of all grades, 
as it has been reported to the committee of the Senate 
that recommendations for the retirement of officers on 
account of physical disabilities have been held up until 
after they have been promoted. 


We have received a number of letters calling our 
attention to the “outrageous attacks made on the officers 
of the U.S. Army by a Socialist organ published at 
Girard, Kas.” We are satisfied that it is a waste of 
time to give any further attention to this incendiary 
sheet. As Mr. Lincoln said: “For those who like that 
sort of thing it is just the sort of thing they like.” 
We advise those who do not like it to let the Socialist 
organ alone. Its charges are so unjust and extravagant 
that they are not likely to influence any except those 
who share its prejudices. There is no arguing against 
prejudice. “It has not been reasoned into a man and 
cannot be reasoned out of him.” 
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THE SIXTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 
FIRST (EXTRA) SESSION. 


The Navy Department reports to Congress that $722.39 
is due claimants for damages for which vessels of the 
Navy were found to-be responsible. 

Among the claims allowed by accounting officers of 
the Treasury Department and certified to Congress for 
payment is a total of $10,963 for the War Department 
and $20,711.88 for the Navy Department, as follows: 
War Department—Pry, etc., of the Army (certified 
claims), $4,794.96; mileage to officers and contract 
surgeons (certified claims), $84.08; extra duty pay to 
enlisted men as clerks, ete., $1,426.90; subsistence, 
$627.72; incidenta! expenses, Quartermaster’s Depart- 
ment, $4.97; transportation, $3,901.70; headstones for 
graves of soldiers, $30.80; National Home, $14.65; pay, 
transportation, services and supplies of Oregon and 
Washington volunteers ‘in 1855 and 1856, $67.28. Navy 
Departrent—Pay of the Navy, 1912, $5,343.05 ; Pay 
of the Navy, $14,156.40; Pay, miscellaneous, $97.74 ; 
Pay, Marine Corps, $401.81; Tay, Naval Academy, 
$39.76; transportation, Bureau of Navigation, $238.75 ; 
ordnance and ordnance stores, $83.36; freight, Bureau 
of Supplies and Accounts, $249.33; construction and 
repair, $69.12; maintenance, $32.56. 

Mr. Stephens, of California, presented a petition of 
the board of directors of the San Francisco Chamber of

Mr. O’Shaunessy, M.C. from Rhode Island, presented 
a petition of citizens of Newport, R.I., favoring the 
passage of legislation to establish Narragansett Bay as 
a naval base on the Atlantic coast. 


BILLS BEFORE CONGRESS. 


S. 3147, Mr. Overman.—To amend an act to prevent the 
disclosure of national-defense secrets, approved March 3, 1911, 
so that the said section will read as follows: ‘‘Sec. 3. That 
offenses against the provisions of this act committed upon 
the high seas or elsewhere outside of a judicial district shall 
be cognizable in the district where the offender is found, or 
into which he is first brought; but offenses hereunder com- 
mitted within the Philippine Islands shall be. cognizable in 
any court of said islands having original jurisdiction of crimi- 
nal cases, and offenses committed within the Canal Zone shall 
be cognizable in any court therein with jurisdiction to impose 
the punishment prescribed by Sec. 1 of this act, with the 
same right of appeal as is given in other criminal cases where 
imprisonment exceeding one year forms a part of the penalty; 
and jurisdiction is hereby conferred upon such courts for such 
purpose.’’ ; 

S$. 3148, Mr. Overman.—To provide for the safety of life 
on navigable waters under the jurisdiction of the United 
States during Coast Artillery target practice. Be it enacted, 
etc., That the Secretary of War be, and he is hereby, author- 
ized and empowered, in his discretion, to declare from time 
to time what areas of the navigable waters within the United 
States, or in any other place under the jurisdiction thereof, 
are necessary for Coast Artillery target practice and to pre- 
seribe regulations to promote the safety of life in such areas 
during such practice. fi - 

Sec, 2. That to enforce the regulations prescribed pursuant 
to this act the Secretary of War may detail any public vessel 
in the service of the War Department, or, upon the request 
of the Secretary of War, the head of any other department 
may enforce such regulations by means of any public vessel 
of such department. : : 

Sec. 3. That any person who, during the period set aside 
for Coast Artillery target practice in any area declared 
necessary for that purpose pursuant to this. act, shall wil- 
fully go within or remain within any such area contrary to 
regulations prescribed pursuant to this act, or who shall 
wilfully violate any such regulation, shall be fined not more 
than $500, or imprisoned not more than six months, or both. 

Sec. 4. That offenses against the provisions of this act or 
the regulations made in pursuance thereof, committed in any 
place subject to the jurisdiction of the United States but 
where there is no court having general jurisdiction of crimes 
against the United States, shall be cognizable in any court 
having original jurisdiction of criminal cases in the place in 
which the offense has been committed, with the same right 
of appeal in all cases as is given in other original cases where 
imprisonment not exceeding six months forms a part of the 
penalty, and jurisdiction is hereby conferred on such courts 
for such purpose, but if there be no such court the offense 
shall be cognizable in the district court of the United States 
for the district in which the offender may be found or into 
which he is first brought. 

S. 3153, Mr. Penrose.—That from and after the passage of 
this act chief boatswains, chief gunners, chief carpenters, 
and chief sailmakers, U.S. Navy, retired, who had creditable 
Civil War service in the Regular or Volunteer forces of the 
United States prior to April 9, 1865, shall be commissioned 
with the rank and pay, including longevity pay, now allowed 
or that may hereafter be allowed a lieutenant of the line of 
the Navy of the United States, retired. 

S. 3160, Mr. Swanson.—For the relief of P.A. Surg. Micajah 
Boland, U.S.N. 

S. 3161, Mr. Swanson.—To repeal Sec. 3480, Rev. Stat., 
reading as follows: ‘‘Sec. 3480, It shall be unlawful for any 
officer to pay any account, claim, or demand against the 
United States which accrued or existed prior to April 13, 
1861, in favor of any person who promoted, encouraged, or in 
any manner sustained the late rebellion, or in favor of any 
person who during such rebellion was not known to be op- 
posed thereto and distinctly in favor of its suppression; and 
no pardon heretofore granted, or hereafter to be granted, shall 
authorize the payment of such account, claim, or demand until 
this section is modified or repealed. But this section shall not 
be construed to prohibit the payment of claims founded upon 
contracts made by any of the departments, where such claims 
were assigned or contracted to he assigned prior to April 1, 
1861, to the creditors of such contractors, loyal citizens of 
loyal states, in payment of debts incurred prior to March 1, 
1861,’’ be, and the same is hereby, repealed. 


H. Con. Res. 18, Mr. Borland.—Repeals S. Con. Res. 32, 
adopted Jan. 29, 1913, because the amount therein appro- 
priated for a memorial to the memory of Abraham Lincoln 
is found to be inadequate because of the large amount which 
will have to be expended to make secure the foundation upon 
which it is to be located because the ground is low and 
swampy. 

H.R. 7898.—Amendments are proposed to the Urgency 
Deficiency bill appropriating $15,000 for protecting the shore 
of Anastasia Island, Fla.; for replacing military stores, sup- 
plies and equipments lost by the N.G. of Ohio during the 
recent floods in Ohio during March and April, 1913, 
$78,670.87; for investigating and reporting to Congress a 
suitable design for a memorial bridge across the Potomac 
River from the city of Washington to a point at or near the 
Arlington estate, Va., $25,0000. 

H.R. 8597, Mr. Kirkpatrick.—Provides for the dismissal 
of any person in the employ of the United States and any 
member of the Army or Navy of the United States who shall 
gamble or play at any game of chance, or bet on any game 
whatsoever in the District of Columbia, or who shall buy 
or sell ‘‘futures.’’ 

H.R. 8605, Mr. Logue.—To increase the pensions of those 
who have lost limbs or have been totally disabled in the same 
in the military or naval service of the United States. 


H.R. 8606, Mr. Reilly, of Connecticut (by request).—To 


create a United States Medical Licensing Board. Be it 
enacted, etc., That the President be, and he is hereby, author- 
ized and directed to appoint two medical officers of the U.S. 
Army, with a rank of a captain and a major; two medical 
officers of the U.S. Navy, with rank of lieutenant and lieu- 
tenant commander; and two medical officers of the U.S. 
Marine Hospital Corps, with rank of lieutenant and lieutenant 
commander, to a board to be known as the Medical 
Licensing Board. Sec. 2. That the terms of the members 
of the board to be four years each, and the salary of each 
member thereof to be $4,000 per annum with mileage.

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A PROPOSED FEDERAL MILITIA BILL 


After a series of conferences held between the Secre- 
tary of War, the Assistant Secretary of War and the 
executive committee of the National Guard Association 
of the United States a Federal Militia bill, originally 
written by the Judge Advocate General’s Department 
and redrafted by the Division of Militia Affairs, has 
been formulated by the War Department. This codifies 
all existing Jaws relating to the Organized Militia of 
the several states and territories, and includes provisions 
for transferring such Militia to the Army of the United 
States when occasion arises for its national use, and 
for the payment of allowances during its periods. of 
training in time of peace. 

The purpose of the bill is to provide a dependable 
national force wherewith to supplement the Regular 
Army in time of war or other grave emergency. To 
accomplish this the bill is drawn so as to secure in time 
of peace such a measure of Federal control over the 
disbursement of the allotments provided for as will bring 
about a properly balanced national force, and that or- 
ganization and training essential if the Organized Militia 
is to be considered a national military asset. It em- 
bodies thcse principles which the War Department 


considers necessary to accomplish this result, but is 
subject to final scrutiny by the law officers of the War 
Department to determine its legal sufficiency, and is 
subject therefore to possible revision. 

The bill as now determined by the War Department 
is given in substance as follows, and in it are included 
those points on which the War Department and execu- 
tive committee are not agreed. 


Sec. 1. Includes in the Militia every able-bodied male be- 
tween 18 and 45 who is a citizen, or who had declared his 
intention to becoming a citizen. 

Sec. 2. Divides the Militia into two classes, the Unor- 
ganized Militia and the Organized Militia, who, in addition 
to their obligations to their respective states, shall have 
voluntarily signed agreements to serve the United States in 
the manner provided in this act, and are organized as herein- 
after prescribed, their obligation of service to date from the 
signing of such agreements as may be provided by the Presi- 
dent. The Organized Militia shall be divided into two classes, 
active and reserve. All other militia shall be known as the 
Unorganized Militia. 

Sec. 3. Names those who are exempt as at present provided 
by law. 

Sec. 4. That the organization, armament, equipment and 
discipline (which includes training) of the Organized Militia 
shall be the same as that which is or may be prescribed for 
the Regular Army, subject in time of peace to such general 
exceptions as may be authorized by the Secretary of War. 
In time of peace there shall be no general staff corps, no posi- 
tion of chief of staff or assistant chief of staff in any division 
of the Organized Militia; aids may be additional officers. 
Inspector of small-arms practice are provided with rank as 
follows: For a division, lieutenant colonel; for a_ brigade, 
major; for a regiment, captain, and for a separate battalion, 
first lieutenant. Officers shall withdraw at 64. The President 
may fix the minimum number of enlisted men in each organi- 
zation in time of peace. Any corps of artillery, cavalry or 
infantry in continuous existence since Act of May 8, 1792, 
shall be allowed to retain their ancient privileges, subject, 
nevertheless, to all duties required by law in like manner as 
the other militia. 

Sec. 5. That an enlisted Reserve Corps of the Organized 
Militia shall be organized in each state, territory, and the 
District of Columbia, to consist of honorably discharged en- 
listed men of the Army, Navy and the Marine Corps of the 
United States, and honorably discharged enlisted men of the 
Organized Militia of the several states, territories, and the 
District of Columbia, who have served with record ‘‘good’’ 
or better for a period .equal to one full enlistment. Such 
reserve shall in time of peace not exceed in numbers the 
difference between the number of enlisted men of the active 
Organized Militia and the number required to bring the or- 
ganizations thereof up to the authorized war strength of cor- 
responding units in the Regular Army. 

*Sec. 6. The method of organization of the reserve shall 
be determined by the President in harmony with the wishes 
of the state authorities, their training not to exceed that re- 
quired for the reservists of the Regular Army, and when on 
duty they shall receive the same pay and allowances as en- 
listed men of like grade on the active lists of the Organized 
Militia, and when called to the colors for active service in 
time of war or other grave emergency, shall be incorporated 
into the Active Organized Militia and be subject to the same 
laws, orders and regulations which govern the same. Pro- 
vided, however, That reservists shall receive no allowance 
under paragraph (b), Section 24, of this act. 

Sec. 7. That when requested by the Governor of a state 
or territory, or by the Commanding General of the District 
of Columbia Militia, the President may prescribe rules and 
regulations for the organization of an officers’ reserve corps 
for such state, territory, or District of Columbia, which shall 
be composed of former officers of the Regular Army, Marine 
Corps, Navy, Organized Militia, and honor graduates from 
military departments of institutions where Regular officers 
are detailed as instructors. Provided, That in time of peace 





where such officers serve with the active militia at encamp- 
ments, maneuvers or other exercises for field or coast defense 
instruction, they shall be entitled to the same pay and allow- 
ances as if members of the Active Militia. And further pro- 
vided, That the officers’ reserve corps shall constitute a part 
of the Organized Militia and that the members thereof shall 
be subject to being called into the service of the United 
States, or by order transferred to and incorporated into the 
Army of the United States as a part of the Active Militia for 
the purpose of filling vacancies in the commissioned person- 
nel therein, except as provided in Section 44 of this act. 

Sec. 8. Provides for the purchase and issue of arms to the 
Organized Militia. 

Sec, 9-10. Whenever a new type of small-arms, equipment 
or field guns is provided for the Regular Army, the Organized 
Militia shall be furnished with the same without having it 
charged to their appropriation, the old arms to be disposed 
of under the direction of the Secretary of War without giving 
any money credit therefor. 

Sec. 11, Provides for the purchase by the Militia of such 
stores, supplies, material of war and military publications as 
are furnished to the Regular Army, subject to their requisition 
by the War Department in time of war or when war is immi- 
nent. 

Sec. 12. All military property issued to the Organized 
Militia shall remain the property of the United States and 
be accounted for as prescribed in this section. Provided, That 
the Secretary of War shall authorize an annual dropping 
allowance for each enlisted man of the Organized Militia. 

Sec. 13. That the net proceeds of all sales, stoppages or 
payments for property destroyed and not charged against the 
state allotment shall be coverted into the U.S. Treasury. 

Sec. 14. That each state, territory, and the District of Co- 
lumbia shall require all the members of each company, troop, 
battery and detachment in its Organized Militia to assemble 
for drill and instruction for at least one and one-half hours 
at each assembly, at company, battalion or regimental armories 
or rendezvous, or for target practice, not less than twenty- 
four times each year; and shall require each such company, 
troop, battery and detachment to participate in practice 
marches or go into camps of instruction at least five consecu- 
tive days each year in addition to assemblies for drill and 
target practice, hereinbefore prescribed unless such company, 
troop, battery and detachment shall have been in active serv- 
ice for at least five consecutive days during such year, or 
unless excused by the Governor for reasons satisfactory to the 
Secretary of War. 

*Sec. 15. An inspection shall be made at least once each 
year by officers of the Regular Army, the reports of such in- 
spections to serve as the basis for the issue to and retention 
by the Organized Militia of the military property provided 
for by this act. 

Sec. 16. That in order to more effectually provide for the 
peace training of the members of its Organized Militia, the 
respective states, territories, and the District of Columbia are 
authorized under such regulations as the Secretary of War 
after a conference with the National Militia Board shall pre- 
scribe, to make an allowance to commissioned officers and 
enlisted men of the Active Organized Militia for their service 
in training during times of peace, except during periods of 
service for which under the provisions of law they become 
entitled to the same pay as officers of corresponding grades 
in the Regular Army as follows: 

To commanding officers of companies, troops, batteries, 
ambulance companies, and to adjutants and quartermasters of 
regiments, independent battalions, or squadrons, or coast de- 
fense commands, an amount equal to twenty per centum of the 
— pay of officers of corresponding grades in the Regular 
Army. 

To general officers commanding a division or brigade, the 
authorized officers consisting of the division staff or brigade 
staff, including officers detailed for duty therewith, division 
and brigade inspectors of small-arms practice, if any, the 
authorized aids and chaplains, an amount equal to five per 
centum of the base pay of officers of corresponding grades in 
the Regular Army. 

To all other officers belonging to regiments or tactical units, 
or coast defense commands, including medical officers detailed 
or assigned to and doing duty with regiments or tactical units, 
or coast defense commands, officers serving with field hospitals 
and veterinarians, an amount equal to fifteen per centum of 
the base pay of officers of corresponding grades in the Regu- 
lar Army. 

To all enlisted men of the Active Organized Militia, an 
amount equal to twenty-five per centum of the initial pay pro- 
vided by law for enlisted men of corresponding grades in the 
Regular Army. Provided, That such enlisted man shall re- 
ceive such allowance if he shall have attended not less than 
forty-five drills during any one year, and a proportionate 
amount for attendance upon a lesser number of such drills, 
not less than twenty. Provided, further, That the allowance 
provided herein shall be computed for semi-annual periods, 
beginning the first day of January and the first day of July of 
each year, in proportion to the number of drills attended; 
and no allowance shall be paid to any enlisted man for the 
first semi-annual period of any year unless he shall have at- 
tended during said period at least twenty drills, but any lesser 
number of drills attended during said period shall be reckoned 
with the drills attended during the second semi-annual period 
in computing the allowance, if any, due him for that year: 
And provided further, That when any man enters into an en- 
listment other than an immediate re-enlistment he shall be 
entitled to proportional allowance for that year if during the 
remainder of the year he shall attend a number of drills whose 
ratio to twenty is not less than the ratio of the part of the 
year so served to the whole year; and when any man’s en- 
listment shall expire the allowance, if any, to which he may 
be entitled shall be determined in like manner, And pro- 
vided further, That periods of actual military duty equivalent 
to the drills herein prescribed (except those periods of serv- 
ice for which under the provisions of law members of the 
Organized Militia may become entitled to the same pay as offi- 
cers and enlisted men of the corresponding’ grades in the 
Regular Army), may be accepted as service in lieu of such 
drills when so provided by the Secretary of War. These 
allowances shall be paid by the state out of its allotment. 
Payments authorized under the provisions of this act shall be 
made as soon as practicable after Dec. 81 and June 30 of 
each year, deducting stoppages. 

Sec. 17. That, under such regulations as the President may 
prescribe, the Secretary of War is authorized to provide for 
the participation of any part of the Organized Militia of any 
state, territory, or the District of Columbia in the encamp- 
ments, maneuvers or other exercises for field or coast defense 
instruction either independently, or in conjunction with any 
part of the Regular Army, the expense to be charged against 
the state allotment; and the officers and enlisted men of such 
militia while so engaged shall be entitled to the same pay, 
subsistence and transportation as officers and enlisted men 
of corresponding grades of the Regular Army are or hereafter 
may be entitled by law, not including longevity pay. 

Sec. 18-19. Provides for camps of instruction for officers and 
enlisted men, to be conducted by officers of the Regular Army. 
Officers and enlisted men attending such camps shall be en- 
titled to payment and transportation, and enlisted men, in 
addition to subsistence, at the same rates as for encampments 
or maneuvers for field or coast defense instruction, dating 
from the time of leaving and returning to the home rendez- 
vous, 

_ See. 20, That when any part of the Organized Militia par- 
ticipates in encampments, maneuvers or other exercises for 
field or coast defense instruction at a United States military 
post or reservation, the command of the military post or. reser- 
vation where such encampments or maneuvers are held, and 
of the officers and troops of the United States there on duty, 
shall remain with the commander of the United States troops 
without regard to the rank of the commanding or other officer 
of the Organized Militia temporarily engaged in the encamp- 
ments or maneuvers for field or coast defense instruction. 

Sec. 21. Upon application the Secretary of War may detail 
one or more officers of the Army to attend any encampment 
aa ge | "eae an and information. 

See. 22. Upon the recommendation of the Governor 
officer or enlisted man of the Organized Militia may pain 4 
a regular course of study at any military school or college 
except West Point, or the routine practical instruction at or 
near an Army post during its period of field training or out- 
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for duty with the Organized Militia of such state or terri- 
tory, as follows, namely, not to exceed one officer for each 
regiment and separate battalion of infantry or its equivalent 
of other troops. The Secretary of War may upon like applica- 
tion detail one or more enlisted men of the Regular Army with 
such state or territory for duty in connection with the Organ- 
ized Militia. All such assignments may be revoked at the 
request of the Governor of such state or territory concerned, 
or at the pleasure of the Secretary of War. Like details may 
be made for duty in connection with the Organized Militia of 
the District of Columbia upon the request of the. Commanding 
General thereof. . 

Secs. 24-25-26-27. Appropriate $14,500,000 annually for 
the purposes of this act, to be apportioned by the President 
among the states having the proper military organization, and 
a proportion not to exceed 500 militia for each Senator and 
Representative. Disbursing officers are to be appointed by 
the Governors with Regular Army pay and allowances, not in- 
cluding longevity. 

Sees. 28-29. The state adjutant general, or other officer 
designated, shall make such returns and reports as required 
by the Secretary of War; the Secretary to present to Con- 
gress annually an abstract of these reports with observations 
as to militia efficiency and preparedness and an account in 
detail of militia expenditures. 

See. 30. Provides in the Office of the Chief of Staff, War 
D., a Division of Militia Affairs. 

Sec. 31. A National Militia Board of five militia officers 
shall be appointed for a term of four years, to be so selected 
as to secure as far as practicable equitable representation to 
all sections of the United States. No officer shall be eligible 
to reappointment within two years after the cessation of 
his membership under a prior appointment. The board shall 
be assembled in Washington from time to time as the Presi- 
dent may direct for consultation with the Secretary of War. 
The expenses of the board, including a per diem allowance 
for its members as, determined by the President, and the 
necessary clerical and office expenses of the Division of Militia 
Affairs, shall be a charge against the annual appropriation for 
the Militia. 

Sec. 33. That whenever the United States is invaded or in 
danger of invasion from any foreign nation, or of rebellion 
against the authority of the Government of the United States, 
or the President is unable with the regular forces at his com- 
mand to execute the laws of the Union, it shall be lawful for 
the President to call forth such number of the Militia of the 
state or of the states or territories, or of the District of 
Columbia, as he may deem nécessary to repel such invasion, 
suppress such rebellion, or to enable him to execute such 
laws, and to issue his: orders for that purpose, through the 
Governor of the respective state or territory, or through the 
commanding general of the Militia of the District of Columbia, 
from which state, territory or district such troops may be 
called, to such officers of the Militia as he may think proper. 
Provided, That no commissioned officer or enlisted man of 
the Organized Militia shall be held to serve beyond the term 
of his existing commission or enlistment. Provided, That divi- 
sions, brigades, regiments and battalions, or squadrons, may 
be organized by the President out of lesser separate units 
called into the service of the United States as prescribed in 
this section, and the President may then assign, or when 
provision is made therefor, by and with the advice and con- 


_sent of the Senate, appoint and commission with appropriate 


rank, commanders of such organizations and the necessary 
staff officers from officers of the Regular Army, or the Organ- 
ized Militia, the number and grade of such officers not to ex- 
ceed the number and grade of like officers for like forces of 
the Regular Army. Provided further, That when the military 
needs of the Federal Government, arising from the necessity 
to execute the laws of the Union, suppress insurrection, or 
repel invasion, cannot be met by the Regular forces, the 
Organized Militia of any arm or branch, except the officers’ 
Reserve Corps provided for in Section 7 of this act, shall be 
called into the service of the United States in advance of any 
volunteer force of the same arm or branch which it may be 
determined to raise. 

Sec. 34. That every officer and enlisted man of the Organ- 
ized Militia who shall be called forth in the manner herein- 
before prescribed shall be mustered for service under such 
regulations as the President may prescribe without further 
commission or enlistment and without making a physical ex- 
amination previous to such muster “a condition precedent 
thereto: Provided, That as soon as practicable after such 
muster there shall be a physical examination of the officers 
and men so mustered And provided further, That immediately 
preceding the muster-out of an officer or enlisted man called 
into the service of the United States as hereinbefore provided 
he shall be physically examined under rules prescribed by the 
President of the United States, and the record thereof shall 
be filed and kept in the War Department. 

Secs. 35-36. Militia called into service shall from the date 
of notice of the call be entitled to Army pay and allowances 
and the benefit of the pension laws. 

Sec. 37. Militia, when called into the service, from the 
date of such call shall, so far as practicable, be subject to the 
rules, articles of war, laws, orders and regulations governing 
the Regular Army. Officers of other military forces in the 
service of the United States shall not, against the objection 
of the accused, be competent to sit on militia general or 
special courts-martial; nor shall officers of the Militia, against 
= objection of the accused, try officers or soldiers of other 
orces, 

Sec. 38. That the President, with the consent of Congress, 
in time of war or when war is imminent or in grave inter- 
national emergency requiring the use of troops in excess of 
the Regular Army, may, by order, transfer to and incorporate 
into the Army of the United States any portion of the Organ- 
ized Militia receiving or entitled to receive the benefits of 
this act, to serve therein during the remainder of their respec- 
tive terms of commission or enlistment unless sooner released 
by order of the President; and any Organized Militia so 
transferred to and incorporated into the Army of the United 
States shall, from date of notice, become and be for the time 
being a part of the Army of the United States, shall be avail- 
able for any duty for which the Army of the United States 
may be employed, and shall be subject to the articles of war 
and in addition thereto to the laws, orders and regulations 
governing the Regular Army in so far as such laws, orders 
and regulations are applicable to officers or enlisted men 
whose permanent retention in the military service either on 
the active list or the retired list is not contemplated. Pro- 
vided, That when portions of the Organized Militia of more 
than one state are transferred to and incorporated into the 
Army of the United States by the President, he may in his 
discretion apportion them among such states and territories, or 
to the District of Columbia, according to the representative 
population as near as may be. When released from Army 
service those so released shall revert to their status as Organ- 
ized Militia of the state, territory or District of Columbia 
from which taken. 

See. 39. Only such organizations are called as are en- 
titled to the benefits of this act; and they shall be taken 
by divisions, brigades, regiments or independent and separate 
organizations, as the quota or major fraction thereof of each 
state may require, including officers authorized, All author- 
ized officers shall be included. 

Secs. 40, 41 and 42 are the same as Sees. 34, 35 and 36 
above. 

See. 43. That divisions, brigades, regiments and battalions, 
or squadrons, may be organized by the President out of lesser 
separate units which are by order transferred to and incor- 
porated into the Army of the United States, and the Presi- 
dent may then assign, or when provision is made therefor by 
and with the advice and consent of the Senate, appoint and 
commission with appropriate rank commanders of such organi- 
zations and the necessary staff officers from officers of the 
Regular Army or Organized Militia, the number and grade of 
such officers not to exceed the number and grade for like 
forees of the Regular Army. 

See. 44. All vacancies which exist or occur in the grade of 
second lieutenant, after transfer, shall be filled by the Presi- 
dent from the enlisted men of the state in which the vacancy 
occurs, and all promotions to include the grade of colonel 
shall be made by the President from within the arm of serv- 
ice and from the state in which the vacancy oceurs. The 
President shall appoint all general officers, except as provided 
in- Section 39 of this act; all subject to confirmation by the 
Senate. 

*Sec. 45. That the President may detail a Chief of Staff and 
Assistant Chief of Staff from the Regular Army or the Or- 
ganized Militia for any militia division; and may, in time of 
peace, with the consent of the Governors, detail a Regular field 


officer as Ohief of Staff for tactical divisions formed from 
lesser units. 

Sec. 46. That the forces transferred shall be regarded as a 
separate branch of the Army of the United States. 

Sec. 47. Provides for Militia boards of examination of not 
less than three nor more than five officers; officers condemned 
by them to be discharged at the discretion of the President. 

Sec. 48. The President is authorized to recruit all such 
militia organizations called into service to their maximum war 
strength, either by voluntary enlistment or by draft; and to 
appoint from the Organized Militia recruiting officers addi- 
tional to those elsewhere herein authorized in numbers not to 
exceed one major, four captains, five first lieutenants and five 
second lieutenants for each twelve companies, troops and 
batteries, of infantry, cavalry, field artillery, coast artillery 
and engineers, and to organize for instruction and discipline 
provisional companies and battalions or squadrons. 

Sec. 49. That the provisions of this act in respect to the 
militia shall be applicable only to the militia organized as a 
land force. 

*See. 50. Officers of the same grade shall rank and have 
precedence in the following order, without regard to date of 
rank or commission as between officers of different classes, 
namely: First, officers of the *egular Army and officers of the 
Marine Corps detached for service with the Army by order of 
the President; second, officers of the Organized Militia in the 
service of the United States; and third, officers of the volun- 
teer forces. Provided, That officers of the Regular Army hold- 
ing commissions in the Organized Militia in the service of the 
United States or in the volunteer forces shall rank and have 
precedence under said commissions as if they were commis- 
sions in the Regular Army; but the rank of officers of the 
Regular Army under their commissions in the Organized 
Militia shall not, for the purpose of this section, be held to 
antedate muster into the service of the United States; and 
provided further, That in time of war or public danger, when 
two or more officers of the same grade are. on duty in the same 
field, department or command, or of any organization thereof; 
the President may assign the command of such field, depart- 
ment or command, or of any organization thereof, without re- 
gard to seniority of rank in the same grade. 

Sec. 51. Temporary vacancies not below colonel may be 
filled by temporary promotions or details, according to 
seniority, these to expire. with their war service. Provided, 
That officers temporarily promoted not to vacate their perma- 
nent commissions nor be prejudiced in their relative or lineal 
standing in the Regular Army. 

See. 52. That officers of the Regular Army appointed and 
commissioned in other forees under the provisions of this act 
shall not thereby vacate their Regular Army commissions or 
be prejudiced in their relative or lineal standing therein. 

Sec. 53. Repeals all inconsistent law. 

Sec. 54. That this act shall take effect on July 1, 1914. 

The word Governor in this synopsis is intended to 
include the Commandant of the D.C.N.G. The sections 
to which the Executive Committee object as a whole are 
indicated by a star at the beginning, and the words it 
is proposed to omit from other sections are printed in 
black letter. The sections to which the Executive Com- 
mittee cbject in whole or in part are Sees. 4, 6, 15, 17, 
45 and 50. 

The War College proposes that the length of contract 
or term of service be prescribed, and the number of 
drills officers must atténd to receive the allowance, not 
less than forty-five regular drills, and a proportionate 
amount for a smaller number, not less than twenty-four. 
They recommend that the words “either by voluntary 
enlistment or by draft” be omitted from Section 48, as 
the present !aw does not provide for drafting. 

The executive committee omits the words indicated 
in Section 5 and adds the following: “Provided, That in 
time of peace, when serving with the active Organized 
Militia, members of the Reserve Militia shall receive 
the same pay and allowances as members of the active 
Organized Militia. Provided, That the Reserve Militia 
shall be subject to being called into the service of the 
United States, or by order transferred to and incor- 
porated into the Army of the United States, as part of 
the active Organized Militia.” 

There are a number of other differences between the 
two proposed bills, but they are of minor nature, con- 
sisting principally of changes of form and expression 
so as to carry out what are believed to be the wishes 
of both the War Department and the Organized Militia. 
For this reason no reference is made to them. 








REVISING THE ARMY REGISTER. 


We are indebted to two officers of Infantry for 
friendly suggestions with regard to certain references 
to the Infantry in our columns which appear to them 
to be misleading. One of our correspondents objects to 
the use of the word “preference” in a paragraph on page 
67 of cur number for Sept. 20 replying to an inquiry 
as to which is the higher of the two branches of the 
Service, Cavalry or Field Artillery. Our correspondent 
says: “Had this phrase been worded ‘Graduates of 
the Military Academy are assigned to the various arms 
of the Service (or ‘to Corps of Engineers, Cavairy, Field 
Artillery, Coast Artillery and Infantry’) according to 
their individual preferences and class standing at 
graduation,’ certainly no one could have thought his 
arm of the Service unfairly mentioned.” We cheerfully 
accept this amendment, though our correspondent appears 
to have overlooked what was to us the essential point 
in our paragraph, which was the statement that “It is 
a ease of different functions, and each arm is essential 
to the completeness of the whole.” As we were dealing 
with a fact perfectly well known, we could hardly 
assume that the word preference would be interpreted 
in the sense it was. Among the meanings given in the 
dictionary is “the choice of one thing rather than 
another.” It has other meanings, but the context showed 
that this was the sense in which we used the word. 

Unquestionably, as we have always contended, the In- 
fantry is the backbone of an army. As one of Napoleon’s 
brilliant officers, General Marand, once said: “I/infan- 
erie, cest l’armée.” Our correspondent further says: 
“T will grant that, excepting the Army Regulations, 
War Department publications generally place the various 
corps and arms of the Service in such order as to lead 
to the natural assumption that they appear in order of 
importance; in spite of the. well known conservatism 
of the War Department, it is not thought beyond reason 
to hope that in time changes may be effected in the 
arrangement of these publications in the above respect.” 
When the War Department makes the changes proposed 
we shall be prompt to follow, but it is obvious that in 
dealing with official matter we cannot do otherwise than 
follow the precedents set for us by official authority. 

The following arrangement of the contents of the 
Army Register has been suggested by Capt. Frank D. 
Ely. 16th Inf., in the Infantry Journal 2 : 

‘The United States Army : Commander-in-Chief ; Secre- 
tary of War; Assistant Secretary of War; Chief of Staff. 

I. The Line—1. General officers and the General Staff. 
2. The mobile Army: (a) The Infantry; (b) technical 
troops (1) Engineers, (2) Signal Corps; (c) the Field 
Artillery; (d) the Cavalry.

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DECISIONS BY THE COMPTROLLER. 


Second Lieut. Ray C. Hill, 22d Inf., claimed mileage 
for two trips between Columbus and Deming, N.M., and 
between Columbus and Hermanes, N.M. In affirming 
the action of the Auditor disallowing this claim the 
Comptroller says: “Even if the travel in this case can 
be considered as travel without troops it would appear 
to be incident to his performance in various parts of 
said patrol district of the specific duty to which he as a 
member of the 22d Infantry was assigned, viz., the 
enforcement of the neutrality laws of the United States, 
rather than travel in said district incident to duty added 
to said regular duty. It was not therefore travel 
Ha ey % mileage. (See 11 Comp. Dec., 744; 
33 MS. Comp. Dec., 640, May 12, 1905; 21 i ‘1

Replying to a request from the Secretary of War for 
a reconsideration of a decision of July 28, 1913, dis- 
allowing the claim of Capt. H. S. Howland, U.S.A., for 
commutation of quarters, the Comptroller says: “The 
order of the division commander at San Francisco could 
not set aside or nullify the orders of the War Depart- 
ment which effectually changed Captain Howland’s 
permanent station from San Francisco to Presidio. And, 
admitting the correctness of all the other contentions, 
it would still appear that his status from Feb. 16, 1912, 
until assigned to temporary duty on the Sheridan was 
that of an officer on temporary duty at San Francisco 
with permanent station at Presidio. As he did not have 
quarters in kind at his permanent station, and as the 
quarters necessary for the performance of his temporary 
duty at San Francisco were not furnished in kind, he 
was entitled to and paid commutation of quarters while 
on such duty. But for the months of June and July, 
1912, he was on temporary duty on the Sheridan and 
all the quarters necessary for the performance of such 
duty were furnished him in kind on said transport. His 
permanent station during said period was at Presidio, 
ae a were public quarters, hence he was not 
entitled to commutation of. quarters. The decision of 
July 25, 1918, is adhered to.” : 

In the case of Ist Lieut. Guy E. Manning, U.S.A., 
retired, the Comptroller says: “The right of full pay 
of an officer ceases from and after the date of his retire- 
ment, and the fact that at the time of his retirement 
he chad not availed himself of all the leave with pay 
which could have been granted under the law cannot 
operate to postpone the date of his retirement.”

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NAVY DAY AT PHILADELPHIA. 
U.S.S. Maine, navy yard, Philadelphia, Pa., 
Oct. 1, 1913. 
To THE Eprtor OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

It may be of interest to those of your readers who 
have concerned themselves with the work of the Navy 
Relief Society to know that the so-called “Navy Day” 
celebration at the Philadelphia Navy Yard on Sept. 11 
netted the sum of $2,302.39 for the society. 

It has been proposed to make this celebration an 
annual affair—a military and naval display that would 
serve to educate a great many people as to the character 


of the training and work of men in the Navy and Marine 
Corps, to stimulate the interest and pride of these people 
in the Service, and to correct much of the misconception 
that exists with regard to the Service. 

The celebration took the form this year of military 
and naval exercises and athletic events, such as dress 
parade, tent pitching, setting up to music, wall scaling 
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between squads of marines and bluejackets, a sham 
battle, boat races, exhibitions of diving, field sports, 
baseball game between marines and reserve fleet, illumi- 
nation of ships at night, fireworks, etc. On board each 
ship a complete display was made of everything pertain- 
ing to the daily life on board; the preparation of food, 
manner in which the men are berthed and fed, exhibit 
of all kinds of clothing and uniform worn by the men, 
ete. No matter how commonplace anything seemed to 
those on board, it was, nevertheless, shown to visitors. 
The ignorance of the average visitor and the interest 
displayed by the great majority of visitors left no doubt 
as to the value of the celebration of the day. Despite 
the fact that the Philadelphia newspapers, with the 
exception of the Press, gave little or no assistance in 
the way of publishing notices of the celebration, and the 
further consideration that the day of the celebration 
was not a holiday, about 20,000 people visited the navy 
yard. With good advertising and by setting the celebra- 
tion for a holiday it is thought that at least 50,000 
people would com, and the consensus of opinion is that 
the annual celebration of a Navy Day would be of the 
greatest value in many ways.

NAVY TARGET PRACTICE. 


Lieut. Comdr. Thomas T. Craven, U.S.N., Director of 
Target Vractice and Engineering Competitions for the 
Navy, has sent out from his office an interesting article 
to the press giving all the details of how ships go 
through their elementary target practice from beginning 
to end. For the benefit of some of our readers who are 
not familiar with the subject we make the following 
extracts from the article: 


About a month before target practice the ship’s usual 
routine is somewhat modified to give the guns’ crews 
more chance. Except for an occasional moving picture 
show on the quarterdeck, nothing interferes with the 
drilling for “hits per gun per minute.” 

Modern target practice is a game of competition, and 
by appealing to the sporting blood of the bluejackets a 
zeal in training and preparation has developed which 
has placed it on a plane never before reached. 

The ship cannot go on the range to fire until her 
commanding officer has reported ready. Among the 
reports required is that all the crew have had a bath 
and put on clean clothes. This is a sanitary precaution 
in case of wounds, liability of infection being very much 
lessened. The men jokingly say that it is the only way 
the doctor has to get in on the practice and share in the 
glory of a winning crew. 

The practice recently completed was held by three 
divisions of the Atlantic Fleet simultaneously; about 
twenty miles of water separated divisions. An auxiliary 
vessel towed a raft on which four screens were mounted 
for each division. Every gun crew was in direct com- 
petition with every other gun crew, not only on the 
same ship, but on every other ship. The main object 
of elementary practice is to develop the guns’ crews by 
fostering the spirit of competition. It is held in the 
open sea, at short and accurately known ranges. In 
other words, all errors due to the gun are eliminated, 
and the target being just large enough to catch all 
perfectly aimed shots, any miss is due to faults of the 
personnel, and not to the material. 

At the practice recently completed the U.S.S. Arkansas 
made a new Navy record, which is also perhaps a world’s 
record, with 12-inch guns, making six shots and six hits 
in fifty-seven seconds. Such accurate hitting is one of 
our greatest assets in ensuring peace. It means that 
the fleet is efficient and ready. 

In a modern 12-inch turret, where twenty or more 
men are battened in behind fourteen inches of armor, 
there is no place for class distinction. A stranger would 
not be able to distinguish officers from any other mem- 
bers of a gun’s crew; they are all dressed very much 
the same. But let the turret officer give an order, the 
rapidity with which it is executed shows that a gulf 
letween officers and bluejackets is not necessary for 
efficiency. Any member of a gun’s crew will tell you 
that the time between “coming on the range” and three 
or four minutes later when “‘commence firing” is given 
is the hardest part of the whole game. 

When the target is on the proper bearing and at the 
required distance the whistle blows and the fire control 
officer gives the order “to commence firing.” The turret 
officer repeats the order, and the game is on. From 
now until the last shot of the allowance has been fired 
the whole spectacle is a blur of human automatons, 
moving, without excitement, without confusion, each man 
a part of the team striving with all that is in him to 
better previous records by even one-fifth of a second. 
Each shell has been given a pet name, sometimes its 
nose is adorned with human eyes, drawn in chalk, to 
help it find its way to the target. The last operation 
of loading the shell in one turret was for one of the 
crew to expectorate on the shell just as it went into 
the gun. Nearly every pointer wears a rabbit’s foot 
around his neck as a hoodoo preventer. 

The first shell is loaded. There is a lull for an 
instant until the firing signal is given. The pointer 
lays the sights on the target. It has been drilled into 
him for weeks not to fire unless he is “fon” the bull’s-eye. 
The firing signal sounds. The pointer presses the firing 
key and “Pete” or “Tom” is on his way to the target. 
When the gun goes off the air smites you, the blast 
rattles your brains, and if a novice you feel as though 
someone had given you a punch in the solar plexus. 
Before you have had a chance to properly revive you 
find yourself interestedly watching ie determined faces 
and straining muscles of arm and shoulder as the crew 
rush the next load. The gun recoils about two and a 
half feet before returning to normal position. The 
plugman opens the plug, and looking in the gun you 
see violet flames curling around the rifling until the 
compressed air, with a hissing noise, cleans out the bore, 
pushing a cylinder of flame before it. Before you cease 
marve sling at this the next load has been rammed home, 
the plug closed, the pointer tickles the toe of his rabbit’s 
foot, and another 870 pounds of steel is on its way 
toward the patch of slate-colored canvas looming up 
against the horizon. 

In the meantime, on deck outside of the turret, every- 
one from the paymaster and marine officer to the ship’s 
cook has taken a point of advantage to observe the shell 
in its flight. It can easily be followed at short ranges, 
and long before it reaches the target a good conjecture 
ean be made as to whether or not it is going to hit. A 
stranger would think he was in a madhouse to hear the 
remarks addressed to the shell by the observers, trying 
to coax it to hit the target. After what seems to be 
an age, but in reality between two and three seconds, 
the shell hits the water. throwing up a geyser several 
hundred feet. The official spotter, on whose quick 





decision depends whether the next shot will be a hit 
or not, gives his correction to the sight setters and all 
is ready for the next shot. 

The striving after hits per gun per minute is not all 
a matter of glory, but also of cash, extra pay being 
given to gun pointers who qualify and cash prizes are 
awarded to the highest guns’ crews. The most coveted 
prize is the battle efficiency pennant, which is given 
to the ship having the highest final combined score with 
guns and in the engineering competitions. 

Although the U.S.S. Arkansas made a new Navy 
record with her 12-inch guns, it must be remembered 
that she is the newest ship and has the latest design 
of ordnance equipment. This is as it should be. It 
shows the design of every ship to be an improvement 
over her predecessor. Even more remarkable was the 
shooting of the North Dakota, a ship with comparatively 
ancient ordnance equipment. She did not break any 
records, but her shooting was consistently good, and in 
both day and night firing she stands well ahead of any 
ether ship of her class. 

After each run of the ship past the target the repair 
party visits the raft, shifts the screens and makes things 
ready for the next guns that are to fire. This work 
is done under the watchful eye of the captain of the 
firing ship and the illumination of the searchlights, and 
is carried on during the entire night. No rest is possible 
for captain or crew until the bugles sound “cease firing’ 
at daylight, when tired men “turn in” for their well 
earned rest.

The U.S.S. Texas, now nearing completion and com- 
mission, arrived at Norfolk, Va., from Newport News, 
Sept. 28. She will have her bottom painted preparatory 
to a builder’s trial off the Rockland (Me.) course. 

The torpedoboat destroyers of the Atlantic Fleet will 
make their base at Newport, R.I., until Oct. 10, and 
Captain Sims, the flotilla commander, has arranged for 
a theoretical course of war problems in the Naval War 
College, where charts and blackboards will be available 
for studying. 

Comdr. Nathan C. Twining, U.S.N., has heen detached 
as Chief of the Bureau of Ordnance, during which serv- 
ice he held the rank of rear admiral, and has been 
ordered to command the cruiser Tacoma, vice Comdr. 
Ik. H. Durell, ordered home. 

The preparatory course for officers of the Navy at the 
Navy War College. Newport, R.I., as well as the class 
which did not complete itg work last year, finished Sept. 
30 and diplomas were awarded to those completing their 
studies in a satisfactory manner.

under command of Lieutenant Causey, the flotilla com- 
mander. They will have a cruising test for forty-eight 
hours’ surface running on their way and later go South 
for the winter. 

The U.S.S. Yorktown, Comdr. George B. Bradshaw, 
arrived at San Francisco, Cal., Sept. 27, from a trip 
to Central American and Mexican ports, short thirty of 
its marines and sailors who deserted at various places. 
The Yorktown, after gaining the distinction of being the. 
first warship to enter the Panama Canal. proceeded to 
Topolobampo to relieve the gunboat Buffalo, and was 
present during three days’ fighting there between the 
Mexican federal troops and the rebels, some of the bullets, 
it is said, striking the deck of the Yorktown. 

Upon the recommendation of Lieut. Comdr. Arthur 
Crenshaw. commanding the new destroyer Cummings, 
the new 1,000-ton destroyers which will soon be com- 
pleted will make their headquarters temporarily at 
Pensacola, Fla., and remain in that vicinity for their 
shaking down. The new destroyers will remain at 
Pensacola until they are ordered to the West Indies to 
participate with the battleships in the winter maneuvers. 

The U.S. gunboat Nashville, Comdr. Louis M. Nulton, 
arrived at Puerto Plata Sept. 24, carrying a government 
commission for the discussion of peace terms with the 
San Domingo revolutionists. Mr. James M. Sullivan, 
the U.S. Minister, states that peace terms have been 
agreed upon by the government and the revolutionists. 
The U.S. cruiser Des Moines, Comdr. Andrew T. Long, 
arrived at Samana Bay Sept. 29, and, it is reported, 
stopped the fighting which started on Sept. 25, in which 
only four government soldiers and two revolutionists 
were killed, however. The Dominican gunboat Indepen- 
dencia took 600 government troops to Samana and sur- 
rounded the town. ‘The Des Moines will remain at 
Samana until peace is restored. 

At the request of Secretary Bryan the U.S. scout 
cruiser Birmingham has been designated by Secretary 
Daniels to convey the various commissions designated 
to visit foreign countries in the interest of the Panama- 
Pacific Exposition on a general tour to the various West 
Indian, Central American and South American countries 
where it is desired to arouse special interest in the 
exposition. The Birmingham will visit Havana, Port 
au Prince. Hayti, San Domingo City and Cristobal, in 
the Canal Zone; La Guayra, Venezuela, Rio de Janeiro, 
Brazil, Montevideo, Uruguay and Buenos Aires, Argen- 
tina. At Buenos Aires the South American commission 
will disembark to continue its visit by rail. The Bir- 
mingham will then return to her station at the Phila- 
delphia Navy Yard. 

The U.S.S. Newport, Comdr. Edwin H. Tillman, 
U.S.N.. used as a nautical training ship for New York. 
arrived at New York city Sept. 30 from her annual 
eruise and was placed in her winter berth at the foot 
of East Twenty-fourth street. The Newport has finished 


a 4,000 mile cruise of twenty-two weeks, which included 
* 


stops at Bermuda, Newport and Provincetown, N.S., 
and the cadets aboard Seeking knowledge for the mer- 
chant service have enjoyed thorough instruction and 
practical experience of everything about ship. All were 
well on board, and the cadets are a promising lot. The 
Newport will pass from the Board of Education of New 
York city into the hands of the state of New York on 
Nov. 1. Capt. James R. Driggs, of the merchant service, 
a graduate of the old St. Mary’s in the New York school 
class of 1880, has been appointed to command the New- 
port. He has resigned his post as captain of the U.S. 
fuel ship Ajax, and is on his way from the East to 
take his new post. Graduating exercises were held on 
the Newport Oct. 1 

A cordial reception is preparing at Naples and Genoa, 
Italy, for the vessels of the U.S. Atlantic Fleet, which 
is expected to pay a visit to Italy about the middle of 
November. 

An explosion and fire in a small paint room on board 
the new Argentine battleship Rivadavia at Quincy, Mass., 
Sept. 30, resulted in the death of James S. Laidlaw, a 
draughtsman. ‘The battleship was not damaged. It is 
believed that Mr. Laidlaw, while lighting a cigar, acci- 
dentally ignited a quantity of gas. 

Company N easily won the September monthly meet 
at the St. Helena Training Station, Norfolk, Va., held 
under the direction of the physical director of the Navy 
Y.M.C.A. ‘The all-around championship athletic medal 
was won by S. R. Wyatt, Co. N, with 29 points to his 
credit. He also succeeded in bettering his record in the 
12-pound shot put, raising the statiof record to 37 feet 
7 incli€s. The standing of companies is as follows: Co. 
N, 98 points; Co. M, 49 points; Co. O, 32 points; Co. 
R, 17 points: Co. §8, 12 points; Co. Q, 6 points; Co. L, 
6 points, and Co. P, 5 points. Individual points were 
won as follows: S. R. Wyatt, Co. N, 29; H. G. Diggs, 
Co. N, 14; and G. E. Sprague, Co. M, 9. 





The Admiral Trenchard Section, No. 73, Navy League 
of the United States, offered a medal to the midshipman 
under instruction in English for the best essay on a 
topic, either naval or patriotic, and the medal was 
awarded to Mdsn. Edward Ellsberg, class of 1914, 
U.S.N.A., during June week, 1913. His subject was 
“Naval Strength in Naval Bases.” Early in his paper 
the essayist drew the distinction between naval bases 
and navy yards. Of the latter we have enough; of the 
former we are sadly in need. The one requirement that 
distinguishes a navy yard from a naval base is that of 
position, and in that particular the greater part of our 
yards are worthless to the fleet in time of war. A naval 
base must be so situated that what it has to offer— 
shops, docks and fuel—can be utilized by the fleet with- 
out the necessity of leaving the theater of war. It must 
dominate the situation by its location. Gibraltar is one 
of the best examples of this principle. What gives 
Gibraltar its importance is not that its guns command 
the Straits (for a strait thirteen miles wide cannot be 
blocked by guns), but that those guns make impregnable 
a naval base. Gibraltar exists merely to protect a few 
drydocks and repair shops. ‘The fortress of Gibraltar 
has never prevented the free passage of ships through 
those waters. England, realizing its importance as a 
protection to the base, has spent two hundred million 
dollars on it. Each of the eleven navy yards in this 
country should presumably be fully capable of serving 
as a base for the fleet, but fully one-half of our naval 
stations are precluded from fulfilling the smallest part 
of their functions. Not only are they useless expense, 
but, what is worse, they prevent the establishment of 
bases where they are really needed. “An obsolete ship 
goes quickly out of commission. What greater claim 
has an obsolete yard to continued existence?’ This 
aphoristic way of putting it may interest some of those 
Congressmen who have been shedding such frequent 
tears over the prospects of closing a pet navy yard 
whose chief object for existence is the distribution in 
the locality of Uncle Sam’s money. Into this category 
of obsolete stations the essay places the yards at Pensa- 
cola, Port Royal, Portsmouth and New Orleans. For 
the northern coast Newport strikes the essayist as offer- 
ing the best location, whose natural advantages were 
recognized by the British as far back as 1773. One of 
the most important suggestions of this instructive paper 
is that Magdalena Bay would make a fine third base 
on the Pacific coast and would materially increase our 
ability to defend the western approaches to the Panama 
Canal. Mexico might be induced to lease this bay to 
the United States as a site for a base. “Newport, 
Norfolk, Key West. Guantanamo, Magdalena Bay, Mare 
Island, Bremerton, Pearl Harbor, Guam and Corregidor 
are the links in the chain of bases that must be forged 
hy the United States if we are to bring that part of our 
Navy on the land up to the standard maintained by the 
fleet upon the sea.” This paper appears in full in the 
September Proceedings of the U.S. Naval Institute.

A dance hall of the dive order was raided by the 
police of New York on Sept. 30 in the Chinatown section 
on information obtained and lodged by Capt. Hugh 
Rodman, U.S.N., commanding the U.S.S. Delaware. In 
the early morning of Sept. 20 John J. Haley, a seaman 
of the Delaware, was beaten and shot in the resort while 
defending a woman from attack. Captain Rodman 
immediately assigned Ensigns Charles H. McMorris and 
Francis E. M. Whiting to visit the place and obtain 
evidence against it. On their last call for evidence they 
saw a man robbed in the place and thrown into the 
street. They followed the man, and on his affidavits 
obtained sufficient evidence to warrant the raid upon 
the saloon. The proprietor had been warned of the 
intended raid and escaped. It was the belief of Captain 
Rodman that the seaman of the Delaware had been lured 
to the place. The New York Herald says that Police 
Commissioner Waldo complimented Captain Rodman and 
the Ensigns for the businesslike manner in which they 
went about the getting of evidence. “Captain Rodman 
and his officers did splendid work and helped us wonder- 
fully.” said Mr. Waldo. “The place had been slated 
for extinction for some time, but no evidence was 
obtained which would sustain the charge of public 
nuisanee, under which I purpose to keep it closed from 
now on until the premises lose their character and 
patronag* as an evil resort.” As a result of the incident 
the police inspector in charge of the district was trans- 
ferred and Commissioner Waldo directed that a deputy 
commissioner make a sweeping investigation. Three 
other seamen of the Delaware, George Maury, Lehman 
Foster and Riley Crawford, are said to have been with 
IIaley when he was shot. -Haley was taken to -the 
Marine Hospital in Brooklyn and is recovering.

Executive Order Relative to the Canal Zone. 
The following Executive order is published for the informa- 
tion and guidance of the naval service: 


Executive Order 


To prohibit the unauthorized use of flying machines. 

By virtue of the authority vested in me I hereby establish 
the following order for the Canal Zone: 

Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any person to operate 
an aeroplane, balloon, or flying machine of any kind in or 
across the Canal Zone without the written authority of the 
chief executive of the Canal Zone. ; 

Sec. 2. It shall be unlawful for any person to take or make 
a photograph, picture, or sketch of any kind of the fortifica- 
tions or other military works in the Canal Zone from any 
aeroplane, balloon, or flying machine of any kind without the 
written consent of the chief executive of the Canal Zone. 

Sec. 3. A violation of any of the provisions of this order 
shall be punishable by a fine not exceeding $1,000 or by pun: 
ishment in jail not exceeding one year, or both such fine and 
imprisonment, in the discretion of the court. 

Sec. 4. This order shall take effect on and after thirty days 
from its publication in the canal record.

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THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 


Annapolis, Md., Oct. 2, 1913. 

A new scholastic term opened at the Naval Academy on 
Tuesday, the midshipmen reporting a dinner formation. Mem- 
bers of the Fourth Class were already at the Academy, but 
members of the three other classes have been absent on a 
month’s leave. 

The staff, with which the Naval Academy opened in its 
sixty-ninth academic year, is the largest in its history. There 
are 131 commissioned officers on duty and the roster of the 
Naval Academy has on it 860 midshipmen, the largest number, 
with one exception, ever in attendance there. Including the 
administration officials, the complement of commissioned offi- 
cers assigned to the several departments is seventy, and there 
are sixty-one civilian professors and instructors and non- 
commissioned officers doing similar duty. 

Capt. John H. Gibbons is Superintendent; Capt. George 
W. Logan, Commandant of Midshipmen; Lieut. Adolphus An- 
drews, aid to the Superintendent; and Mr. P. H. Magruder, 
Secretary of the Naval Academy. The heads of departments 
are: Discipline, Capt. G. W. Logan, Lieut. Comdr. Roscoe C. 
Bulmer, senior assistant, with five assistants; physical train- 
ing, Lieut. Arthur P. Fairfield, with four commissioned officers 
as assistants and cight civilian assistants; seamanship, 
Comdr. G. H. Burrage, with five commissioned and one non- 
commissioned officers as assistants; ordnance and gunnery, 
Comdr. Lloyd H. Chandler, with five commissioned and two 
non-commissioned officers; navigation, Comdr. John F. Hines, 
with eight commissioned officers as assistants; marine engi- 
neering and naval construction, Comdr. H. B. Price, with 
nineteen commissioned officers, two professors and two non- 
commissioned officers; mathematics and mechanics, Prof. Harry 
E. Smith, with nine commissioned officers and five civilian 
instructors; electrical engineering and physics, Comdr. J. T. 
Tompkins, ‘with twelve commissioned officers, one non-commis- 
sioned officer and one civilian instructor; English, Comdr. C. 
F. Preston, with five commissioned officers and nine civilian in- 
structors; modern languages, Comdr. A. B. Hoff, acting head, 
with two commissioned officers and ten civilian instructors; 
naval hygiene and physiology, Med. Inspr. A. D. M. Me- 
Cormick, with one assistant. All of the teaching staff have 
reported for duty except Lieut. H. K. Hewitt, U.S.N., who 
is expected Oct. 20. 

In addition to the above corps of officers and instructors 
there are a large number of officers assigned to the Naval 
Experiment Station, aviation camp, medical department, ships, 
marine quarters, and thirteen junior lieutenants and one en- 
sign under instruction at the Post- Graduate School. 

The cry is ‘‘still they come’’ with the Fourth Class. On 
Monday H. L. Maples, of Alabama, was sworn in as a mid- 
shipman, which brings the present roster of the class up to 
304. G. G. Gamble, of Florida, was added to the class on 
Friday last. Three of the class have already dropped from 
the roster. One resigned and the two others were permitted 
to resign after having been detected in taking French leave, 
in which infraction of the rules, an automobile ride to Balti- 
more, was an element. The class has the largest number of 
members of any Fourth Class in recent years. 

Only one midshipman remained unaccounted for at the 
opening of the Naval Academy on Oct. 1. The authorities 
could not locate him and they ‘would not give his name. 

The authorities of the Naval Academy are preparing their 
annual directory of Navy officers at the Academy and resident 
in Annapolis. 

The governing body of the Post-Graduate School, Naval 
Academy, was in session here on Monday shaping plans for 
the year’s work. Capt. John H. Gibbons, Superintendent of 
the Naval Academy, presided.

Rev. Alex D. Sutherland, who has been wupriying the Pres- 
byterian Church at Berkeley Springs, W.Va., for the last fif- 
teen months, concluded his services there on. Sunday last and 
will act as supply chaplain at the Naval Academy from the 
middle of October until the middle of May next. He is ex- 
pected to enter into permanent relations with the Govern- 
ment shortly.

The Boston 
Elevated has encouraged many of its men who are members 
of the ‘M.V.M.’ by allowing them their time off without 
prejudice, in order that they might attend to their military 
duties, and a number of banking houses in this city permit 
their clerks to attend their organization camps, at the same 
time allowing them, in addition, the usual two weeks’ va- 
cation.”’ 

The Provisional Company, made up of men of the 14th 
69th and 1st and 2d Regiments of Infentry. and the npn 
Field Artillery, N.G.N.Y., on duty at the State Fair at Syra- 
cuse, N.Y., Sept. 7 to 13, made a splendid record of soldierly 
deportment, and were in every way a credit to the state. 
The State Fair commissioners has given the company very 
high praise for its work and behavior. The company was in 
command of Capt. Thomas M. Sherman, 1st Inf., assisted by 
Capts.

The officers and sergeants of the In- 
antry, Cavalry, Field Artillery and Signal Corps assembled 
at the state camp ground at Concord for a camp of instruc- 
tion Oct. 1, 2 and 8, 1913, fully equipped for field service 
in olive drab uniform. First Lieut. Frederick ©. Test, 22d 
U.S. Inf., having reported was assigned to duty Sept. 1 with 
the National Guard, to assist in instruction as may be di- 
rected by The Adjutant General. 

Owing to a race riot at Harriston, Miss., Sept. 29, in which 
ten persons were killed and thirty-five hurt, it was necessary 
to send a company of the National Guard from Natchez to 
quell the trouble. The riot began by two drug-crazed negroes 
shooting and killing several persons on sight, without any 
provocation. . 

In speaking of the rations furnished the Corps of Cadets of 
Massachusetts in camp last summer, the Veteran Independent 
Corps of Cadets Quarterly for August says: ‘‘At the recent 
tour of camp duty the Corps subsisted on the U.S.A. garrison 
ration as issued by. the Commissary General’s Department. 
For the first time in many years at its own organization camp. 
the companies of the Corps subsisted at their own company 
messes. Each company drew its rations from the corps com- 
missary and then converted them into whatever dishes the 
company quartermaster sergeant and cooks deemed best, so 
that a visitor on a day when beef was issued might, by visit- 
ing the headquarters mess, the company messes and the band 
mess, find beef prepared in six different ways, i.e., one com- 
pany might have roast, another steak, another stew, and so 
on. Bread, meat and the common garden vegetables, with 
tea and coffee, comprised in general the ration. The bread, 
issued in kind, came from a bakery in Brockton. In general 
the food was well cooked and prepared in the different messes 
and was of sufficient quantity. he lack of milk for drink- 
ing, which the Corps always has at Hingham without limit, 
was perhaps the most notable difference to the men in the 
Hingham ration and the garrison ration. This served to 
make the men realize that an army in the field cannot have 
all the luxuries of the home or hotel table.’’ 

Enough Colt’s automatic pistols and accessories, under cer- 
tain conditions, have been issued to equip the organizations 
of the the National Guard of Massachusetts, with the ex- 
ception of the Cavalry; pistols for them will be held in re- 
serve by the Federal authorities until such time as the War 
Department decides the question of Cavalry equipment now 
under consideration. This equipment is only for the use of 
enlisted men armed with the pistol, and responsible officers 
will strictly enforce this requirement. The pistols and ap- 
purtenances will not be issued or loaned to officers by ac- 
countable officers. Pistols for officers will be purchased by 
them for cash of the Quartermaster General, and all officers 
are expected to a themselves with same before the United 
States inspections for 1914, which commence in January. 
Pistols authorized for the use of bandsmen, mounted order- 
lies, mounted scouts, and musicians will be held in reserve 
at the state arsenal until further orders.

GUN METAL.—Gun metal, as made to the British Ad- 
miralty specification, consists of copper, 88; tin, 10; zinc, 2. 
Certain work, such as valve seatings, bushes, steam regu- 
lator slides, and some slide valves, are cast in this metal 
—- other less expensive alloys containing lead are used 
for bearing brasses. The alloy casts clean and sound into 
green sand or skin-dried moulds, and should some of the con- 
stituent metals or scrap used be coated with scale, entailing 
a tendency to oxidation, a small piece of phosphor copper 
may be added to clarify the whole, with good results. The 
casting temperature and the ae rapid cooling of the cast- 
ing in the mould are important factors in the production of 
good castings, otherwise crystallization becomes pronounced, 








according to the laws of equilibrium. The following tests 
have been obtained: Tenacity, tons per square inch = 16.01 
elongation 3 in., 10.1 per cent. This is an average of twenty- 
eight tests. 

J. C. requests information as to whether a man who has 
served one or more enlistments in the military Service can 
procure his naturalization papers without cone out first 
papers. Answer: The honorable discharge is sufficient, but 
the applicant must have declared a specific place as his resi- 
dence. f you have not already done so, you may go before 
a U.S. court officer and declare that, having resided in such 
and such a place for so long a time, you wish to make 
——— your permanent residence. One year after you have 
made such a declaration, that is one year after you have had 
a legal residence, you may receive full citizenship papers on 
the strength of your honorable discharge, even though you 
re-enlist, continue in the Service and are moved elsewhere 
with your organization or in the line of your military duty. 

J. S.—All officers in the Philippines, except those directed 
by the War Department to return from Manila on a specified 
date, may be granted leave, with permission to return to the 
United Statse via Europe, by the Commanding General, Phil- 
ippines Division. 

S. K. asks: When and under what conditions are sailors 
of the U.S. Navy permitted to count double time for retire- 
ment? Answer: The application of an enlisted man of the 
Navy for retirement shall be made to the President of the 
United States, and in computing the thirty years necessary 
to entitle him to be retired, all service in the Army, Navy 
and Marine Corps shall be counted, and service in the Navy 
or Army or Marine Corps during the Civil War, from April 
15, 1861, to Aug. 20, 1866, and during the Spanish-American 
War, from — 21, 1898, to April 11, 1899, shall be com- 
puted as double time. 

A.—An officer of the Army to get into the U.S. Marine 
Corps would have to resign his commission in the Army and 
= the necessary examination for appointment to the Marine 
Jorps. 

INQUIRER.—The nautical verb ‘‘Poop’’ means to strike 
upon the stern of a vessel as of a heavy sea, or as one vessel 
that runs her stem against another’s stern. As a noun it 
means in large vessels a sort of as a oye deck raised over 
the after part of the upper deck. n the old ships a second 
and even a third poop was raised above the hinder part of the 
poop proper.

PORTLAND HARBOR. 


Fort McKinley, Maine, Sept. 29, 1913. 

Under the most unpropitious circumstances the second 
week’s Infantry maneuvers, conducted by the soldiers of the 
Portland forts, was begun on Monday at 2 p.m. The equi- 
noctial storms caused a steady downpour of rain for forty- 
eight hours, and a high wind blew down many tents as soon 
as they were erected. The roads were in frightful condition 
for a body of men to develop much marching speed, and 
progress was also retarded by having to carry water-soaked 
tents and blankets. But never daunted, the regiment marched 
to the Country Club grounds, where they made camp in the 
driving rain, which continued all night. 

The following morning the 3d Battalion, composing the 
Blue Army, under Captain Reeder, took up a defensive posi- 
tion near Gorham, covering the retreat of the Blue Army and 
the defense of the wagon train. Captain Fuller commanded 
the 1st and 2d Battalions, composing the Brown Army. They 
left camp one hour later, to make an attack on the rear guard 
of the Blue Army, but were unsuccessful. At the completion 
of this exercise the regiment went into camp at the fair 
grounds, one and one-half miles from Gorham. Here the regi- 
ment was met on the outskirts of the town by the 2d C.A.C. 
band, marched through the town and out to the camp. This 
caused a little thrill of excitement in the otherwise quiet 
town of Gorham. They extended a very cordial welcome to 
the soldiers. Groups of country people drove in from the 
outer districts, hitched their horses to the nearest post in 
the village and before noon the street corners contained an 
interested throng of suburban residents, Normal School girls 
and others. The band, under the leadership of Gustave 
Ludicke, gave a concert in Central Square, Gorham, at four 
o’clock, which attracted a large crowd. 

The Portland Daily Press tells how the soldiers were ap- 
preciated. It says: Residents of Gorham village and the sur- 
rounding territory were mighty glad to have the contending 
forces in their midst, and the compliments which they were 
paying Uncle Sam’s men at the close of the day were nice 
enough to make all of ’em blush, from the highest command- 
ing officer down. The Gorham folks just allowed that a finer 
appearing, more gentlemanly acting set of men hadn’t visited 
that town for a good many years, and then they were 
even more delighted because they were given a musical 
treat in the shape of a concert by the band from Fort 
Williams, which is recognized as one of the best organi- 
zations of its kind. A big crowd, composed of people from 
Gorham, Westbrook and Portland, was entertained with a 
fine program. Hundreds went up to see the camp, teams and 
automobiles being numerous on the grounds.’’ 

Col. John V. White, district commander, and his adjutant, 
Major Edwin O. Sarratt, of Fort Totten, N.Y., passed Tues- 
day afternoon with the regiment and, with Colonel Bartlett, 
made a thorough inspection of the camp at Gorham. Wednes- 
day the 2d Battalion, under command of Captain Fuller, left 
camp at 7 a.m. as the Brown Army; the ist and 3d Bat- 
talion left one hour later, under Captain Shartle, acting as 
convoy to the wagon train of the Blue Army. Captain Butler 
commanded the advance guard of the Blue Army. They 
kept a sharp outlook for the Brown Army, who were 
well concealed on South Windham road. They fired several 
volleys; and Captain Butler’s men, theoretically, suffered 
quite a loss. But the Brown Army were unsuccessful in try- 
ing to capture the Blue’s wagon train. The advance of Cap- 
tain Shartle’s men could not be retarded by the Brown 
troops, though they bravely stood their ground. During the 
hard fight 8,000 rounds of blank ammunition was fired. This 
eaused a cessation of hostilities. 

Thursday the regiment was formed and marched to Gambo 
Falls, near New Hall, going into camp on the grounds of the 
du Pont Powder Company. On this camp all officers lived in 
shelter tents, and both officers and men did individual cook- 
ing. Many amusing stories were told of this event, and as 
each officer had to prepare some article there was such an 
abundance and variety it made marching difficult after in- 
dulging. Such luxuries as hot biscuits were indulged in. 
One very ambitious captain gave a dinner party; the color 
scheme, blue, was carried out minutely, the tablecloth being 
an Army blanket, the artistic centerpiece a bunch of celery. 
The camp site at Gambo Falls was the most beautiful oc- 
cupied by the command at any time, having an excellent view 
of the White Mountains and adjacent forests, being on the 
banks of the Presumscot River. The following day the com- 
mand returned to the base camp at Gorham. Here the Ist 
Battalion, under Capt. William E. De Sombre, and the 3d 
Battalion, under Captain Smith, established outposts and a 
hard fought problem brought a close to the exercises. On 
Friday reveille sounded at 5 a.m., and at 6:45 the regiment 
left the fair grounds for Portland. At Woodfords the Fort 
Williams Battalion left the column, returning to their post, 
the 2d Battalion, from Fort McKinley, going on to Portland, 
where they embarked for their post.

WINCHESTER MANEUVER CAMP. 


Cavalry Maneuver Camp, Winchester, Va., Sept. 29, 1913. 
This camp was formed about July 18, in compliance with 
War Department orders, for the purpose of trying out the 
new double rank formation for Cavalrv. After the long march 
the men were naturally pleased to get into a permanent camp, 
which, together with the new drill and new surroundings, 








_kept them interested and contented for the first couple of 


weeks. But after that the time began to hang heavily through 
lack of suitable means of diversion so necessary to all men 
of their age and temperament. The evenings especially were 
hard on the men, because there were no lights in the camp, 
nor any form of entertainment whatever. And as the camp 


was a good six miles from the city, with poor facilities for 
getting there, the isolation was felt all the more keenly. 

But fortunately for all of us toward the last week of 
August the popular chaplain of the 11th Cavalry, Father 
Waring, who had just returned from Europe, whither he had 
been called on account of the illness of his sister, arrived in 
the camp and was greeted by the cheers of the troopers of 
his regiment, for they knew what his arrival meant to them. 
Nor were they disappointed! For immediately the Chaplain 
got busy’ and had an electric light plant installed in the 
camp, and in three days he had moving pictures in full opera- 
tion. From that time he has had pictures every night; two 
minstrel shows and vaudeville and band concerts frequently. 
From the moment Chaplain Waring arrived until the de- 
parture of the troops a livelier and more mirthful atmosphere 
pervaded the entire camp and most of the hardships of camp.

In the opinion of A. Sigmann, M.D., of Pittsburgh, 
Pa., who writes in the Scientific American, if wounds 
made by small caliber, high velocity bullets exhibit any 
particularly destructive effect it must be due to causes 


other than “gimlet action” of the bullet. If a high 
velocity bullet enters the cranium the addition oi the 
volume of the bullet to the (nearly) incompressible con- 
tents implies a sudden increase of pressure within the 
cranium, possibly the equivalent of many atmospheres 
of pressure, which, though lasting only an instant, is 
capable of fully explaining the destructive effect. Similar 
conditions prevail in the case of the human bladder and 
all other so-called cavities of the human body. 

trary to the popular belief,” says Dr. Sigmann, 
cepting only such pathologic conditions which have 
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caused the formation of gases, the bladder never contains 
air and liquid, but expands in proportion as the ‘liquid 
accumulates. If the liquid is voided, its. walls collapse 
and are in a state of closest approximation. If a bullet 
enters a filled bladder, the inertia of the walls prevents 
a correspondingly rapid expansion ;. hence, the destruc- 
tive effect of the sudden and enormous increase of pres- 
sure within the bladder.” The pressure of the urine 
alone, when disease prevents it from ‘being voided, is 
sufficient to cause the bladder to burst. Beyond -the 
well known advantages of.a flatter trajectory, the avoid-. 
ance of so-called ‘“windage,” and, possibly, the avoidance 


‘of “tumbling” of the bullet, the rifling of guns, and 


with it the rotation of the small caliber bullet, does not 
add, in the opinion of this expert, to the “cruelty” of 
the wounds made.
